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THE PROGRESS OF MINING IN 1863. 
By J. Y. WATSON, F.G.S. 
BEING THE TWENTIETH ANNUAL REVIEW. 





For reasons given in the Review of 1862, I expressed mydgptention of 
making it the last, and while I adhere to the resolution then made, so far 
as it regards the great labour attending the getting up of such a mass of 
statistical and other matter as the “‘ Annual Reviews” for the last 19 years 
have contained, I have been strongly urged, and have at last consented, to 
write a species of introduction, and to give a short reswmé of the most promi- 
nent features of the year in regard to mines and mining. This task, how- 
ever, has been in some measure anticipated by the results of my tour 
through: Cornwall in June last, and the publication, first in the Journal, 
and afterwards in the “‘ Cornish Notes,” of the particulars of a great num- 
ber of mines. 

Looking at 1863 in a general way, the year has not been a prosperous 
one, either in discoveries, or in respect to dividends from profits; many 
mines that paid profits last year are out of the list now, and the new ones that 
have entered it have not nearly made up for their loss. The price of metals 
has had a great deal to do with this, but the poverty of the mines more, 

Amidst the general gloom, however, there has been a bright star in West 
Chiverton, but this prize has been confined to a few persons, who benefit more 
than the general public; and the latter are likely, without great caution, to 
lose by the enormous premiums charged for new setts in the district—as 
many old abandoned mines may be brought ont under the cloak of Chiverton, 
at many thousands of pounds premium, and without any corresponding merit 
in themselves. It was said at the time of East Kose that great as were 
the profits made in that mine, much more money was lost in setts around it, 
and I only hope the same thing may not occur around West Chiverton; but 
one thing experience has proved very clearly,—it is no use cautioning the 
public when in a state of excitement; and, while you cannot be certain of 
getting even the thanks of the cautioned for your trouble, you may rest 
assured you will get the abuse of the interested. 

‘There is one practice that has been adopted this year, which, if con- 
sistently carried out, will tend more than anything else to do: away 
with mach of the disgust engendered in the public mind by repeated 
calls” on mining shares—that is, raising a large capital to commence 
with in all new companies, It is not, perhaps, strictly according to the 
Cost-book System, but it should, nevertheless, be adopted by ‘one and 
all.” The great mischief of the opposite plan has been that mines have 
been brought out without working capital—the price charged per share 
being chiefly premium, going into the pockets of the promoters; while the 
pockets of the shareholders have been periodically called upon to supply 
funds for working cost. Now, if a man knows that he will not be called 
upon for further subscription, he does not mind venturing 502. in a specu- 
lation; but it is the constant dread of further drains upon him, that seem 
neither to have an end nor to answer any good purpose, that keeps him 
rom speculating in mines, 

Share jobbing, to which I particularly called attention in the Review for 
1862, has gone on increasing from month to month, and there are num- 
bers of people who now speculate merely for a rise or fall in shares ever 
fortnight, and abuse mining if they lose; whereas they might almost as well 
speculate in pieces of paper, or upon the wind as it chops and changes about, 
as in shares solely devoted to gam®ling purposes, and where every tem- 
porary change of the minutest character is noted and acted upon for mar- 
ket purposes. ‘This, it must be repeated, is to be “regarded as a thing 
apart from mining,” which in itself is a bona fide and legitimate under- 
taking, and it will be found on investigation that the great successes have 
always attended those who have stuck to mines with fair prospects, 
through good report and evil report—witness Buller, which rose from 10/, 
to 20001., Devon Consols, East Caradon, South Caradon, &c., &c. 

The greater the fluctuations in shares the better it is for the mere job- 
ber or speculator; in fact, jobbing makes the flactuations, and they have 
during the year been violent and heavy, the tendency of late having been 
downwards, so that at the present moment many good progressive mines, 
almost at the end of calls, and in a fair and prosperous state, are depressed 
far below their intrinsic value, and it is to these that we must look in the 
coming year to redeem the losses of the past, and to add to the list of 
dividends. 

In 1862 the market had been inundated with gold mines, and in remark- 
ing upon them in my last Review I said “ it would not be very difficult to 
foretell their ending.” These words, I was informed, gave great offence 
in some quarters, but by this time many shareholders will have had expe- 
rience enough to apply them for themselves. 

The following list shows the dividends paid by British mines in 1863. 
In the first column is given the amount of capital subscribed, and in the 
second the market value per share. The dividends of the previous year 
are also given, to show the increase or decrease in each mine:—

3s., or about 
2000 tons more than in 1862, and has also paid more in dividends—viz., 
56,820/., or 551. per share (17. > For a complete history of these ex- 
traordinary mines see ‘‘ Cornish Notes,” published in July last. 

East Caradon has paid 19,555/., but during the year has sadly fallen 
off in the value at the different levels, and the price has fallen altogether 
201. per share, or more than 120,0007. In my humble opinion, however, 
there will ere long be an improvement in both the 60 and 70 east, and, if 
the lode be cut good in the 80, shares will again advance. Clifford Amal- 
gamated are about the richest copper mines now in Cornwall, and selling 
about 1200 tons of ore per month, worth (say) 5000/., at a cost of 45002. 
Where the costs are so heavy, a fall of 5s. or 10s. per ton in copper 
ore makes a great difference to the profits; and if, as we may reasonably 
expect, the standard improves, Clifford will pay much better dividends 
in 1864, 

The mines likely to enter the dividend list in 1864 are—St. Day United 
(which will become one of the best tin mines in the county), Pendeen, Pros- 
per United, Wheal Grenville, Wheal Uny, North Crofty, East Wheal 
Grylls, Wheal Hope, Bryn Gwiog, East Carn Brea, &c. 

Grenville has just commenced monthly sales of tin, and will largely in- 
crease them, with more stamps. Pendeen has gone through the expensive 
process of erecting steam-stamps, and ought to make good monthly profits 
from this time. Cook’s Kitchen has been a great disappointment this 

ear, during which it was expected good dividends would be paid. Wheal 

ope has had a larger engine erected this year, and has since sold lead 
ore for 9332. 16s. 8d., and will sell 35 tons more, worth 18/. per ton, in 
about a fortnight. The returns very nearly meet costs, and when the 
drawing-engine, and crusher have been erected they will be increased. 
The mine may be summed up as one among the most forward and pro- 
mising speculations in the Chiverton district, and in 12 months time I 
shall be much disappointed if shares are not at a very high price. 

West Cutverton, including the mine now being worked as WuHEAL 
CHIVERTON, was purchased in May last for 30,000/., and has risen to a 
value of 165,000/., independent of the latter. The first dividend was paid 
in October, and amounted to 2250/., or 15s. per share. The next will be 
of the same amount, and after that, I understand, the mine is expected to 
pay 60007. quarterly. A detailed history will be found at theend. At 
Wueat Curverton, formerly worked by a London company under the 
name of Cornubian (and until lately a part of West Chiverton), a 70-in. 
cylinder engine has been erected, and the mine is in the process of being 
drained, ‘Ihe old company worked it to the 80 fm. level, and returned 
about 100,000/, worth of lead, The present company are looking for good 
results below the 80, at which depth such a great improvement in the lode 
has shown itself at West Chiverton, 

East Cuiverton, adjoining Chiverton, is in virgin ground, and one or 
two lodes expected to be cut shortly. Curverton Moor, formerly Cales- 
tick Moor, is at work, with fair prospects. Nort Cuiverton, formerly 
Wheal Anna, and having some of the rich Old Shepherds lodes, has also 
been put to work lately—it is parallel with West Chiverton. Capital in 
hand about 5000/., and a 50-inch engine is to be erected at once. Several 
agents have reported very favourably on it. Wea ALBERT has been 
put to work by a local company, in 512 shares, and the engine expected 
to go to work in less than two months. In one or two of my Reviews, 
and especially in the ‘* Cornish Notes,” I wrote very strongly upon this sett, 
and advised the public taking it up. Shares are now at a high premium. 

In Camborne, North Crofty and South Crofty are both rising specula- 
tions. Wheal Unity and Retallack have both been sad disappointments 
so far; but both, also, worth looking at. Drake Walls has been put under 
Liskeard management, and likely to pay better dividends next year. Ad- 
joining this mine is the Prince of Wales, which looks well, and discoveries 
expected. Wheal Arthur and Kelly Bray are also doing better. 

W heal Crebor, to which [ used to call strong and particular attention 
when at a mere nominal value in the market, has progressed most satis- 
factorily, and is now the most promising speculation in the district. The 
sale of ore in January will be 120 tons at least, with every prospect of in- 
creased returns, while the mine is worked cheaply by means of water-power. 

In the Caradon district, among young mines, the lode will shortly be cut, 
90 fathoms deep at South Caradon Wheal Hooper. At Wheal Pollard 
the shaft is going down on the course of the lode, and a good discovery 
ought to be made in 1864. Caradon United has been started during the 
present year, in 6000 shares, and about 4000/7. expended in erecting an 
engine and 12 heads of stamps, and opening out a good deal of ore ground, 
and from which about 5007, worth of tin and copper has been raised, and 
will be sold prior to next meeting. Some years ago the mine made good 
returns of copper, under the name of Wheal Sisters. Gonamena is ap- 
rise in 1864, 
New South Caradon is near Pollard, and has about 12 lodes in the sett, 
some of which are producing good work for tin, similar to the productive 
lodes of the district, in the adit. The mine is worked inexpensively, by 
water-power. 

Wheal Ludcott, which rose to a market value of 100,000/. last year, 
upon the discovery of silver, which I stated at the time would probabl 
prove an ignis fatuus, has this year declined to about 70007. In 1862 the 
mine sold 192 tons of silver ore, for 14,585/., and 597 tons of lead, for 
8366/.; and in 1863, 87 tons of silver ore, for 5658/., and 748 tons of lead, 
for 11,1302. In 1862 they paid 2400J. in dividends, and in 1863, 30002. 
and made a call of 24002. The mine has altogether sold lead ores to the 
value of 65,5797, 14s, 9d., and silver 22,3027. 4s. 3d. For Mary Ann a 
new lease has been obtained, but at present the mine is not paying divi- 
dends. South Caradon continues very rich, and it is almost impossible to 
get shares. West Caradon has been poor, and exhausting its resources 
both in ore and money; but in such a mine there is always the chances of 
a discovery, and one may be made here ere long. Wheal Trelawny has 
been steadily advancing, and promises to continue a good and steady divi- 
dend-paying mine. ‘The lord has reduced the royalty from 1-13th to 
1-18th.

Correr.—In my notice of this article twelve months since I predicted 
steadiness of price for the year now closing, as a natural consequence, 
from the arrangement the leading smelters had concluded with Messrs, 
Gibbs for their enormous stock of ores, which had been so long the terror 
of miner, smelter, and importer; and great (as may be supposed) was our 
astonishment, in February, to learn the smelters had reduced the price of 
copper 9/. per ton, their express reason being smallness of demand, The 
reduction must have shown the smelters very quickly that it was uncalled 
for, since it at once became apparent that consumers, ‘‘ all the world over,” 
were bare of stock, as orders were poured in upon the smelters to such an 
extent that their order-books were filled up for three months in advance; 
and, notwithstanding the advance of 3/. per ton, three times made, since, 
and recovering the fall, the demand has continued to be very good. This 
demand, coupled with the fact of a falling off in the exports from Chili this 
year, equal to ]2,000 tons of fine copper, and a drought there, which will 
cause almost a suspension of mining and smelting for many months, 
whereby the supply to the smelters in this country during the greater part 
of the coming year (1864) will be very seriously reduced, has led the 
smelters to advance the price this day (Dec. 17) 52. per ton. making cake 
copper now 1032, per ton, and, from all we hear, it is more than probable 
we shall see it very much higher ere long. We may, therefore, hope a 
good time is coming for copper miners. We doubt not that everyone in- 
terested in copper mines will have observed the immense increase in the 
exports during the year, and during this month quite a new feature has 
presented itself in Jarge purchases of foreign copper held in this and the 
French markets by American houses, and, from the New York circulars, 
it is more than probable that America will take from us considerable par- 
cels of all kinds of copper in 1864. America before the war was one of 
our be.t customers. 

Tin.—The course of the tin market during the early months in the 
year was satisfactory for the miners, as the price advanced, step by step, 
to 122/., but in the past four or five months a most unsatisfactory chan 


great and sudden reaction; has the production so quickly and so greatly 
exceeded the consumption, or has the consumption of tin fallen off, whilst 
that of copper has so greatly increased? We believe the explanation is 
simply that the smelters do not conform to what is the understood price of 
the day—in other words, “underselling” has undermined the miners, 
until they are getting a price to leave little or no profit in the best 
mines, and the smelter employs a large capital, if not at a loss, without 
profit. In this wretched state of things, let me venture a suggestion to the 
smelters, which is to push matters farther in the downward path until a 
large loss shall be made on every ton of tin sold, as this was the cure ina 
similar state of things in the copper trade. So long as the consumers 
find sellers at any price which may be offered to them, so long will the 
trade be bad, and the miner sacrificed. And now a suggestion to the 
miner. If matters do not mend shortly, by which you shall obtain such 
a price for your ore as, under judicious management, smelting should 
yield, pick your buyers, sell only to smelters who will support the price of 
tin to the utmost point, and work only such ends and pitches as will at the 
time give a profit. Another word to the smelters, People do not buy tin for 
the fun of the thing, but because it is wanted; and as much would have 
been sold in the past year at 107. per ton higher as has been sold by the 
underselling plan, and the buyers, instead of operating under the fear of a 
fall the following day or week, would buy with confidence were the smelters 
firm and business-like. Let the leading smelters say to the miners, we will 
engage to take all your ores, and support prices so far as it can be done, 

AD.—The closing year has been but a dul! one for this article, the 
changes in price being in shillings only, the demand having been very 
sluggish, and just enough to take off the make. At this moment there is, 
however, greater firmness, and the probability is that America will require 
from England a fair supply. Should this prove to be the case, an advance 
in price may be looked for, since the stocks in smelters’ hands are but light, 
and the production, we think, not increasing. 


_ At the end of last year I made out a selected list of mines for specula- 
tion and investment, according to annual custom; and some of them have 
had a very great rise, though now down again; but in making out a list 
care is taken to have such mines that anyone choosing half-a-dozen may 
almost insure a profit in a few months; and it will be seen that large pro- 
fits were made by those who purchased—as numbers of persons did—and 
realised their profits, The following are taken from last year’s list:—

It will be seen from the above, that although some of the mines have 
greatly deteriorated in value for a time, there was a very large profit on 
many; and from the dull state of the market of late, and the very improving 
prospect of several mines, the list for the present season contains mines 
which, in my opinion, will have a rise of trom 50 to 100 percent. In fact, 
I believe at no former period was there ever so much certainty of good re- 
— in — mines as we may, without being too sanguine, expect ina 
‘ew months. 


In the early part of my remarks I alluded to the success of West Chi- 
verron as the only great success of the year (the mine having risen from 
30,0002. to 160,000/. in six months), and the following elaborate acconnt 
both of its early history and progress was forwarded to me by a gentlemen 
well conversant with both—that I might make use of it as I pleased for m 
Annual Review, supposing that I was about to publish it as usual; and, 
as it is seldom that such full details are obtainable, they may interest the 
public as well as. the shareholders. 


West Cutverton Mine, in the parish of Perranzabuloe, was first worked 
in 1844, under the name of Venton Gimps, so called in deference to the lords of that manor 
—Messrs. Peter, Ley, Jago, Geach, Hosking, and Reynolds. The company was repre- 
sented by two individuals, under the direction of a Mr. Ease, the largest owner. The 
discovery of the deposit of lead in Old Chiverton having been made in the next valley 
eastward, in excavating ground for a pond opposite Mr. Peter’s mansion, it was thought 
advisable tostart from Venton Gimps Valley and drive soutb towards the rising ground, 
They bad not proceeded far before they intersected a masterly lode, 8 ft. from surface, 
containing rich stones of lead, now known as William’s lode, in West Chiverton, where 
it averages 10 ft. wide. Induced by the strong indications thus presented, an engine- 
shaft was commenced, and a 50-inch engine (new) purchased and erected on the said 
shaft. On the day fixed for christening this engine a large number of persons were as- 
sembled to witness the sight. Mr. Ease was on the bob-plat, in the act of officiating, 
when the postman appeared, holding up to his view a letter bearing the London post- 
mark. This letter was undoubtedly anxiously looked for, as he immediately left his 
elevation and came down to read the epistle. To the astonishment of the assembly he 
intimated that the steam was to be shut off, and the mine suspended. It remained in 
abeyance fortwo years, when the engine and materials were sold by auction. Theonly 
work carried on during this interval was on trivute, by Capt. Nancarrow, of West Chi- 
The spot attracted a little attention, and I have

Y | heard that Capt. Evans, of East Wheal Rose, went so far as to purchase an engine to 


re-work it; bat, finding that he could profitably dispose of the cngine, it ended in no 
further attempt being made, till the year. 1856, when another remarkable circumstance 
brought the mine under notice. Mr, J. T. Cookney, a wealthy and spirited solicitor, 
under the advice of a Captain Clyma, now deceased, worked a sett termed by him New 
Wheal Rose. After laying out 14,0002. in erecting a new 70-in. engine, sinking shaft, 
&c., he was told there was no lode in the sett; and, after Judicious inspection, it was 
pronounced perfectiy worthless. Mr. ney at this time was guided by Captain J. 
Prince and Captain J. Lyle, now of Bonython, and enquired If there was no sett in the 
neighbourhood containing a lode worth prosecuting. Fortanately Nancarrow, the tri- 
buter at Venton Gimps, referred to that sett as most valuable. With the decision cha- 
racteristic of the man, he immediately applied to one of the lords (Mr. Edwin Ley) for 
a license to work. 

The interview was quite in keeping—very laconic, but decisive. “I have lost 
14,0002. in trying a; worthiess mine. I want to gain it back. You have made large 
sums of money in mining; I mean to dothe same.” Mr. Ley, after urging him to sit 
down contentedly with the first loss, was told, “ If you do not grant your ground, I will 
work ground belonging to someone else. I mean to have my money back.” Finding 
persuasion or argument were useless, he granted the sett known as West Chiverton, 
Mr. Cookney wanted to remove the 70-inch engine, then lying at New Wheal. Rose, 
to this mine, but, unfortunately for him, or I should say, Mrs. Cookney, this advice was 
overruled, and a 42-inch put in the engine-house built by Mr. Ease. So much has been 
said about the judgment shown in planting this mine, that [ call attention to the fact 
that the shaft, now known as Hawke’s, which unquestionably is well situated, is a con- 
tinuation of the perpendicular shaft sunk by Mr. Ease--it commands the ore ground ad- 
mirably, being nearly in the centre of the best deposits; the good judgment in this re- 
pect was, therefore, antecedent to the present operations. The following will show the 
gradual increase in the length of the ore ground, and toa certain extent prove the new 
cessity of driving concurrently with sinking :—

The entire of this length is on William’s lode, which averages about 10 feet wide, Te 
the south of this is another lode, about 244 to 3 feet wide, sometimes joining, but mostly 
keeping at a distance »f about 3 fathoms. It is exceedingly rich tor 40 fathoms long, 
and called Valpy’s lode, after Mrs. Cookney’s trustee, Mr. Leonard Rowe Valpy. To the 
north, about the same distance, a lode, called Elizabeth lode, makes its appearance, more 
banchy than Valpy’s, but also very rich for 25 fathoms, making a total of 155 fathoms 
of lead ground on the three lodes in the 70 fathom level, a large extent of which has been 
discovered vy the present company, whose success west has been very marked; the levels 
driving in that direction on William’s lode alone (the 50, 60, 70, and 80 fathom levels) 
were valued by a late inspection at 1802.; but where its improvement in value, as com- 
pared with the 70, is most marked is in the 80 fathom level, valued at 1007. per fathom, 
A winze sunk from the 70, aud communicated to the back of this end, commenced in a 
lode worth 40/., and terminated in 100/., making an average of 70/7. per fathom for the 
depth of the winze.

_ disappointment; and tracing this history in its order of progress, it will be seen that the 
’ advisers of Mr. Cookney, in putting up a 42-in. engine, virtually wrested the prize from 
‘his widow; thus showing that capital without well-directed judgment in the start, 
is as useless as judgment without capital. The engine was wrought to its extent of power 
just at the decease of Mr. Cookney ; the trustree, probably, could not expend, and hence 
_ the decision to sell. Many efforts were made to get the mine at a low price, but it even- 
- tually fell into the hancs of Mr. Burgess, of Camborne, who was persona!ly known to the 
late Mr. Cookney. The present party have erected an 80-in. engine, which is now in 
‘regular work, a step which places the mine in perfect safety for any depth; but until 
the plunger is fixed in the 70 the hindrances in the shaft will be so frequent, that the 
; * most that can be done until April next will be to maintain their present returns of lead, 
~~ but after that a large increase may be expected. The outlay made by Mr. Cookney in 
hinery and develop t of the mine was something under 80007; but had the work- 
~ ings been commenced a little farther west, where a trial level was driven in the 40 
(80 fathoms), without raising any lead to value, the mine, like many a deserving one 
in the same parish, might have been abandoned as worthless, or depreciated far below

pas MAGNETIC IRON IN SWEDEN—GEOLOGY. 


_  S1r,—The Kolwirden range of mountains, in Sweden, skirts the western 
shores of the Briiviken Bay (better known as the Bay of the Baltic, about 
' 20 English miles from Norrképing, and about five or six hours passage 

~ by steam-boat from Stockholm, ‘The extensive estate of Marmorbruket 
| includes a large portion of these mountains, and is overgrown with fir 
_ forests, a small area only being under cultivation; but, like many other 
similar properties where Nature appears to have been less generous, the 
_ rugged barren surface is amply compensated by treasures beneath, which, 
perhaps, lic for ages unheeded, or, perhaps, challenging enterprise, have 
_ led to operations without judgment or talent, either causing the poor man 
to go beyond his means, and just stop on the brink of success, or others to 
waste capital under bad advice. Such is the history of many of our finest 
mines, and yet again and again may occur where practical ignorance is 
allowed to ride rampant over scientific industry and research. Beautiful 
and inviting as this ground is to the miner, it lacks interest to the modern 
geologist; there is not a Graptolite, Trilobite, or Lingula in this ancient 
limestone, not a fossil to determine its age, not a stepping-stone to lead 
to any chronological inference; the observer is led back into the abyss of 
time, without a single resting-place in the huge chasm between the recent 
alluvial and these azoic mountains, and his reflections are only lost in 
' magnitude of space. Yet still by travelling some distance (like the artist, 
_ who draws back to take a comprehensive view of his picture) some im- 
portant facts may be inferred; the large basaltic dykes running nearly 
north and south, that cleave these mountains in such regular lines, have 
lifted and contorted a small patch of crinoidal Upper Silurian (to the north), 
whilst the carboniferous limestone lies unconformable and undisturbed in 
the neighbourhood. We have, therefore, a right to conclude that the ba- 
_ salt split these Kolmiirden granites about the Devonian epoch, and was 
coeval with the subsidence of the vast crater that now forms the unfathom- 
able bottom of the Wettern Lake. At Bispmotala, on the shore of this 
lake, the carboniferous limestone shales may be seen in horizontal layers. 
I found in this spot abundance of Orthoceras, one Productus Cora, a 
» fragment of Productus Martini, fish remaitis, palates of Gyracanthus, and 
my old Kildare friend, Ellipsolites Compressus of Sowerby. I had not 
time to determine whether these coal measures were of commercial thick- 
ness, as if so there is abundance of room for their outcrop in the vast space 
under water in Central Sweden, which would not in ary way alter their 
value and national importance to the industry of this rising country. That 
the Kolmiirden Range has not been disturbed since that period is shown 
by the horizontal position of the limestone shales, and also by several spots, 
in which the basalt has left nearly perpendicular walls of granite and gneiss. 
These walls must have fallen if there had been any tendency to throw them 
out of the perpendicular. One basalt dyke, within the boundary of the 
Marmorbruket estate, has been used asa pass in the mountain, by placing 
a long ladder against the dyke as it comes out on the face of the cliff. You 
rise about 200 feet, by climbing the cliff and ladders, which brings you on 
the top of the dyke, but the cliff this dyke has split is still some 50 or 60 ft. 
higher up, and you walk on the top of the dyke, entering the gap through 
the mountain, with perpendicular walls of granite on each side of you, ex- 
actly 8 feet 10 inches apart—the width of the dyke. You pass on, climb- 
ing over huge blocks and broken columns of basalt, until you arrive at a 
small hollow on the other side of the granite, where you find the junction 
of the gneiss, which, directly you enter, is traversed by huge veins of mag- 
netic iron ore (see assay, No. 16,788 to 16,790), and one simaller vein of 
titaniferous iron (see assay, No. 16,791 to 16,794):* these veins run nearly 
east and west, parallel with the granite and face of the cliff, at right angles 
to the dyke which crosses them, heaving the whole series of veins one after 
the other. These iron mines constitute one of the great points of value of 
this property, and at places where these veins approach a little nearer the 
sea, an adit level might be'driven in from the sea, nearly 300 feet below 
the outcrop of the veins, thereby giving backs of millions of tons of this 
rich magnetic ore, so much wanted to mix with the clay irons (hydrous 
peroxides) of England, and which would so improve the quality of the 
English pig-iron. Vessels of any tonnage might lie alongside the entrance 
of the level, and a tramway might allow the tubs to fill in the mine, and 
deliver into the ship’s hold at the other end. About five miles along the 
coast, to the westward, these iron veins, after being traversed and cut by 
several dykes, each of which has alternately heaved them (if mapped, they 
would look like a complete labyrinth of throes and heaves), they appear 
in full force on the sea, where the first large vein comes out, the cliff has 
fallen away, exposing about 50 perpendicular feet of the iron, several hun- 
dred thousand tons might be shipped, at a cost of about Is. 3d. per ton, in- 
cluding quarrying (for it would not warrant the title of mining) and loading. 
About one mile further west along the coast the two next veins come 
out and run parallel with the sea for several hundred yards, and are of the 
greatest importance, both for richness of ore and quantity. Another pa- 
rallel vein, which does not belong to this series, comes out to the sea close 
by, and is called the Clampen Nickel and Cobalt Mine, It is a very fine, 
strong vein of magnetic pyrites (pyrrhotine), and, from its proximity to the 
sea, could be worked very cheaply. A few yards of level would give 
100 ft. of backs—see assays (Nos. 16,197, 16,798, 16,811, 16,812). This 
ore may naturally be expected to increase in its percentage of nickel, whilst

| pharet of molybdena, crystallised epidote in large crystals, and one I ob- 
tained quite perfect for my museum was 10 in. long; brown garnet in large 
crystals, also sahlite and mussite, more or less crystallised. I consider 
these large crystals speak volumes as to the strength of the deposit of ore 
below; and in all parts of the world, more especially in South America, I 
have found similar indications always turn out with the greatest success. 

At Wiksj6, about seven miles distant from this spot, is another copper 
mine in a parallel gneisoid belt of strata. It has been worked upon in 
one place to a depth of 70 ft., promising a very strong vein of yellow sul- 
phuret of copper 20 in wide (see assays No. 16,769 and 16,771); the out- 
crop of the vein is quartz, about 3 ft. wide, runs east south-east, and dips 
to the north. Just at this point a most extraordinary phenomenon occurs. 
A huge basaltic dyke strikes the vein, splitting it, and, after dividing it, 
follows its course some distance. This basalt has formed an admirable 
stop for the copper to precipitate against; and on working down the side of 
it very large deposits of ore must be obtained, and will amply repay the 
skill and money that may be expended upon it. Many other spots where 
copper eccurs have been worked upon for a few feet, but are not worthy 
of attention—the two mines, Timmergarten and Wiksjé, having made 
themselves, to the prejudice of the surrounding country. 

Returning to Marmorbruket, I found abundance to interest me as a 
mineralogist; but most of all its unrivalled marble, of every shade of light, 
yellow green to dark olive green, beautifully veined sometimes with red; 
also white statury marble, and other primitive limestones. These limestone 
marbles are of the finest quality, and can be obtained without a flaw in 
blocks of any dimensions. ‘The 38 quarries could supply sufficient to re- 
build London, It has been proved a most valuable stone, capable of tak- 
ing an exquisite polish. Theking’s palace at Stockholm, which was built 
250 years ago, obtained all its marble from these works. The marble oc- 
curs interstratified between granite and felspar, and granite and gneiss, in 
layers of about 20 to 70 ft. in thickness, at various angles, chiefly vertical. 
One of these layers, of huge proportion, comes out to the sea, where the cliff 
is about 250 ft. in height, at a spot most convenient to ship it, as there is 
abundance of water for the largest vessel, and the bay forms a natural har- 
bour. Many magnificent columns, of very large dimensions, have been cut 
out and finished. There are many buildings on this estate, also a water- 
wheel, with sawing machinery attached, for sawing large slabs of marble, 
and steam-engines, also for the same purpose, workshops, powerful cranes, 
&ec, This very important spot and its neighbourhood will, under good ma- 
nagement, return enormous sums for the benefit of those who wili employ 
judiciously a little capital in the development of its vast treasures.

BLAST-FURNACE GASES. 


Sir,—lI presume the present gratifying state of the Iron Trade and its 
good prospects have so raised the hopes and expectations of those who 
are concerned in the making of pig-iron in Cleveland as to induce, as I 
hear, the construction of many new furnaces. My purpose in writing you 
now is to speak on the subject of the furnace gases, particularly as to the 
manner of drawing them off from the furnace. The Journal has, I believe, 
an extensive circulation in the district referred to, and, therefore, this 
article may be the more likely to fall under the notice of those whom it 
may interest. Although the value of those gases have been long partially 
known, they are yet far from being fully appreciated; their merits, how- 
ever, are such as to lead inevitably, sooner or later, to a due estimation of 
them. My object is to draw attention to a better mode of withdrawing 
them from the blast-furnace than is as yet in practice. 

As far as I am aware, the arrangement at the top of the furnace most 
commonly in use is a highly objectionable one,—the fixed iron dish and 
movable cone; the former to receive and the latter to discharge the mate- 
rials into the furnace, as well as to close up the passage between times. 
The materials thus delivered are thrown to the sides of the throat, from 
whence the larger pieces naturally roll down towards the middle, as 
formed, and from the same gravitating cause, as the sand in the hour- 
glass; so that it is impossible there can be anything like even an approach 
to a due mixture of the materials, the want of which is well known to 
all ironmakers to be most detrimental to the well working of a furnace, 
especially as regards the process of cementation. 

The device in question necessarily causes a considerable waste of space 
at the topofthe furnace. First, above the dish, next the apparatus itself, 
and again below it. Further, at each discharge of materials there is a pro- 
digious efflux of gas in inflammation, which, were the gas duly valued, would 
be considered a oe of some moment. ‘Toremedy these defects and objec- 
tions, the following simple plan will be found effective: —To meet it ap- 
proximately, an alteration in an existing furnace might be made; but to ac- 
complish it completely a new one will be required, which latter case I now 
proceed to speak of. 

The hearth and boshes may be of any approved form, size, or pitch. I 
begin the description from the top of the latter. The body must be cylin- 
drical (in all cases probable the best), with a dome-formed top, upon which is 
to stand the throat, 8 feet diameter and 10 feet high. I give no width for 
the body, because opinions differ very much in reference thereto; and, as 
regards the present scheme, the width is immaterial. About two-thirds 
up the dome, and around it, the gas flues will be inserted, 25 to 30 in 
number, made steep to prevent the lodgement of dust—these flues lead into 
a large annular one surrounding the throat, 2 feet wide and 3 feet high, from 
the top of which four man-holes at least, extending upward, and safely 
covered at top, are to be constructed, for the purpose of occasionally cleans- 
ing the said large flue from any dust that may have accumulated. From 
two opposite points of this flue the gas will be taken foruse. The throat, 
when filled half-way up, will securely prevent the issue of gas upward, or 
the influx of atmospheric air downward. 

The exterior width of the furnace at top will be sufficiently great to 
admit of a parapet wall being run around it, which should not be less than 
6 feet in height (a doorway, of course, to admit the charges), which will 
be found a salutary protection to the chargers in bad weather. A space 
of competent width round the throat will allow of the charging; a person 
is to stand opposite to the discharge of the materials to rake and spread 
the same to an even and level surface, which will yield a very perfect in- 
termixture of the same, the good effect of which will not be disputed by 
anyone. B 








RELINQUISHMENT or SHARES “ LIMITED ny GUARANTEE.’ 


Sir,—An interesting discussion has been going on for some weeks be- 
tween “‘ Lux Obscura” and * A. P.,” but both seem to have missed a 
very important point, which appears to me likely to prevent the practical 
working of what I suppose we are now to call an “ A. P.” company, and 
which I will state as briefly as possible: —‘‘ A. P.”’ authorises any individual 
shareholder to relinquish his shares ‘limited by guarantee” to the company, 
and the liability of the relinquishing shareholder then ceases, unless the 
company be wound-up within one year from the date of relinquishment. 

Now, suppose an ‘“‘A.P.” company, with 10,0002. (in 17. shares), limited 
by guarantee, to be in existence. On January 1, 1864, the company is in- 
debted to the extent of 30,0002. and has assets worth 20,0007. On Jan. 2, 
1864, the holders of 5000 shares relinquish, but the holders of the remain- 
ing 5000 shares continue to carry on the works until March 1, 1865, when 
winding-up is resolved upon, the financial position of the company at this 
latter date being—liabilities, 25,0007.; assets, 15,0007. Would not the 
holders of the 5000 shares who continued working be liable for 27. per 
share instead of 17. per share? or, in other words, can a company, as be- 
tween itself and its creditors, release an individual shareholder from lia- 
| bility without accepting the released shareholder’s liability on behalf of 
the company as a corporation; and if the corporation accept on behalf of 
shareholders continuing members, do not such members incur their pro 
rata proportion of the additional liability so accepted? INVESTOR,

THE COPPER TRADE—COPPER MINING. 


Srr,—I observe in last week’s Journal that Mr. James Crofts asks— 

** What is the matter with the Copper Ores of Cornwall and Devon?” In 

the first place, [ would remark that the price of copper was high, and re- 

munerative to the miner, for years: during this period several mines be- 

came rich, and paid enormous profits in the shape of dividends. This 
' state of things induced some persons, who were fortunate in their specula- 
tions, toembark capital to re-work several old and, as the result has proved, worn-out 

mines, many of which have been with enormous losses.—2. The very low 
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standarc—in fact, as I have freq@utly heard remarked, no standard at all to justify the 
hame—has been the cause of a great many mines being wound-up without being fairly 
proved, and which it will require years to re-open, if ever they may be wrought.—3. 
It appears that the stock of copper, in the shape of regulus, 4&c., is nearly, if not quite, 
exhausted; while the ~ yoy of Cuba aad Chili show materially reduced returns also 
—in fact, it is well kno that very few, if any, foreign mines can be wrought to pay 


| expenses at a standard for copper under 140; so that immense sums of money are yearly 


lost in the working of foreign mines.—4, It is true we have had no new mines disco- 
vered during the last five years; such as I could name, at least fifty mines, during the 
same number of years, with a much higher average of produce than the present. The 
majority of mines in Cornwall, especially at present, cannot be considered, as formerly, 
copper mines, but, in reality, mines yielding certain returns in copper ores mixed up with 
the t.n ores, q ly the prod of such ores is low for copper. But sow comes 
the question. The stock of copper is exhausted; a vast number of the old, and at one 
period very productive, mines have ceased to exist—the returns of ore will prove the 
fact. The Redruth sampling used to be about 8000 tons of ore per month, now little 
more than 3000 tons ; the Western sampling, 6000 tons, now below 2000 gons. To re- 
open an old and extensive mine requires at least seven years on the average, as every 
practical miner knows ; but all these old mines cannot be expected to pay— Great Wheal 
Alfred, in Hayle, to wit.—5. There is no denying the fact that the very rich mines of 
Cornwall and Devon are limited in the present day, and that some thirty or forty of the 
greatest and richest mines in these counties are exhausted—at least for copper. It is 
now well known that the consumption for copper must be greater than the production 
for some years to come.— Plymouth, Dec. 30. A READER oF THE JOURNAL, 





TIN MINING IN SPAIN. 


Sir,—In the Journal of Nov. 28 ‘* Economicus ”’ characterises as curious 
the method adopted at the works of the Beariz Tin Streaming Company, 
in Galicia, for the extraction of tin ore from the kaolin—that of stamping; 
and appeals to the tinners of Roche, St. Austell, aad St. Dennis to offer 
their opinion on the subject. Doubtless, ** Kconomicus ”’ will concede the 
one all-important point, that the process should be adapted to the material 
to be worked upon, and the tool to the substance. He would not advocate snipping bar- 
iron with a lady’s scissors, and would certainly consider it equally curious, on the other 
hand, to trim a cambric handkerchief with a sledge and cold chisel. Equally incontesti- 
bie it is that, if the nature of the kaolin at the Beariz works were identical with that 
of Roche, St, Austell,and St. Dennis, the of of the wi of those highly- 
important places might be valid; but what ifthe kaolin beof anature entirely dissimi- 
lar? “ Economicus” should not base his credo upon the adage, “ What is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander,” because there are Solan geese and Seville ganders, and 
each class requires the special sauce that harmonises with the natural flavour of the 
bird. If Economicus” is really interested in the Beariz works, and wishes to obtain 
information, let him inspect the works in person, or write to the proper parties for ex- 
planation, and I can assure him that not only shall his curiosity be satisfied, but that 
if, after having seen the kaolin, he can suggest any process of extraction superior to 
stamping, I shall pay more attention to his plan than I can afford to his bare curiosity, 
But not the least curious part of the letter of * Economicus” is that the writer (who 
has never visited the works iu question, and who can, therefore, have not the slightest 
idea of the special nature of the kaolin), calls for a jury from Roche, St. Austell, and St. 
Dennis to pronounce a verdict upon a case, of which every fact and ciroumstance are 
equally and atterly unknown to the Roche, St. Austell, and St. Dennis authorities, and 
to “ Economicus.” In the Journal of Dec, 5 appeared two replies —one from Mr. Richard 
Williams, the other from Mr, Thomas Parkyn. To the first-named gentleman I have 
but to reply that, by admitting, as he does, the possibility of an existing natural differ- 
ence between the kaolin of Cornwali and kaolin elsewhere, the truth of the latter mant- 
fests the sense of the writer; but permit me to inform Mr. Thomas Parkyn that, though 
his experience might guide him in treating the only kaolin on which he appears com- 
petent to pronounce an opinion—that of Roche—his experience here would be utterly

MINING IN NORWAY. 


Srr,—Seeing, by an advertisement in last week’s Journal, and from my 
own knowledge, that several projects are in embryo for working copper 
and other mines in Norway, I wish to lay before the public, through your 
paper, that as I have visited Norway three separate years, and made it 
my business to inform myself upon all points regarding the tenure under 
which mines are held in that country, I shall have much satisfaction in 
assisting the several promoters and boards of direction, in order to correct any errors 
they may be under regarding the extent of grants and the necessary documents required 
to make a complete titie to old mines, new mines, or attle heaps, residues of former ope- 
rations. I have a translation, by a sworn interpreter, of the Mining Laws, and also of 
the poor law system, so far as regards the occupying of persons in any capacity on or 
in mines, These require much attention, otherwise the companies may become respon- 
sible for the maintenance of these parties until they are found a similar situation under 
other parties. That copper mining will pay handsomely I make no doubt; but it must 
be under a judicious introduction of the present Engiish system of working out the ore 
from poor stuff in all the several departments, more especially in the dressing depart- 
ment. The Norwegians have made 4 to 44% per cent. copper ores pay, even to making 
the copper in the ore by smelting it into cake copper, all costs incladed. Many of the 
attle heaps are as rich as many thousand tons of the best mines in England, consequent 
upon the ancient pian of hand-picking the ore, and want of capital and system to reduce 
all the ore that comes from the lode by proper machines, as is done at the Devon Great 
Consols, with any ore stuff averaging only 1% per cent. 

The miners, timbermen, and general mechanics are -.good workmen; but ore-dressers 
there are none in Norway ; the owners of mines having depended upon smelting ores of 
from 2 to 4 per cent., such parties never were required, consequently were never esta- 
blished. The most celebrated copper mine of Norway was Riras, the ores from which 
at one period were very rich, but at present they are very poor, and the mine quite de- 
pendent upon the Norwegian Parliament in case of want of funds, and is carried on 
merely to keep the former population from starving.

THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL—BORING-MACHINE, 


$1r,—Hearing such favourable reports as to the results of the boring- 

machine in use at Mont Cenis, and having advocated a boring-machine 
for the last 20 years, I visited the Alps, and, on Nov. 23 last, obtained 
permission to examine the tunnel, with all its machinery. I found the 
gradient of the road in places up the valley about 1 in 20; then comes an 
incline at an angle of about 45° for about 600 feet to the tunnel mouth. 
This north portion of the tunnel is in nearly 1300 metres (about 1430 yards), 
and its breadth is 26 feet within the walls; it is arched all the way with 
good stone. The mountain top is sandstone, but the tunnel is all in blue 
clay-slate, slightly mixed in places with quartz, crossed with lodes of an- 
thracitic coal—it is all very soft, not much harder than the crust of French 
bread. The machine is a very cumbersome cage, formed of iron and 
timber, requiring a level 12 ft. wide, or more, and about as high, to work 
it in. The machine, with the water-tank, is more than 30 feet long; it 
was at work with six jumpers, each boring 1} in. holes straight on—only 
dipping about 1 in 20. ‘The water-tank had small pipes to throw water 
to each hole, but little or none entered, for as the pipe was many feet back 
it was only a water-squirt, missing the hole, and for want of water the 
jumper sticks fast, or, as miners call it, fitchered. A man was at each 
jumper to pull it back, and had to Rave a second to help him at times. The jumper is 
only the common borer, and the compressed air acts on the end when It is propelled past 
a hole in the pipe the air escapes. The air is employed in small cylinders in the ma- 
chine cage, and supplied through a7-in. pipe from about 14% mile distant. The ma- 
chine may be compared to a cage with from 10 to 15 birds in it, all on the move; some 
guiding the air, some the jumpers, and others the water. It appeared to require two 
men for each jumper at work; I think there were over three men to each jumper when 
I saw it, but I am inclined to think the machine was out of order, as neither jamper 
worked five minutes without stopping. It is known to most that [ have a nerve of my 
own, but I never was so scared as with the noise of the machine and air, and the raving 
of the men in this tunnel, At first I beat a retreat for many fathoms, but rallied again, 
and then got between the machine and the end, but nothing appeared to work sweet, and 
the noise was frightful. 

Practical men well know if holes be bored straight or level, as these holes are bored, 
what will be the result. The machine is sald to bore holesin any direction, but this is 
not the case; they may vary them a little, but it is very trifling—not a hole is bored 
such as a practical man would conceive likely t. bring out aburden. The end stood well 
for a good taking-hole, as miners term it, but they were boring all horizontal, such as 
practical men would say were intended to “ split globe.” It will be asked how they can 
get on? My answer to this is, they have a great many holes very close to make the cut 
or opening, and charge them all at once. The ground being very soft, the powder crushes 
the small pieces of rock between each hole; this opens the way, after which the flat 
holes have side way or vent. Were this hard, tight ground, every hole I saw would 
blow its tamping; they are only just such holes as Welsh quarrymen bore to fire aroyal 
salute when Her Majesty happens to pay them a visit: the same holes then serve 
20 times, Were the ground hard it would be the case here. 

Mr. Fox, whom I shall have to remark upon again, said the powder charge was 6|be. 
Now, there was not a single hole that I saw over 1 in., and I could see no borer larger, 
though I saw over 100. I saw a 2\%-in. hole in a rock in the machine-house, bat none 
in the tunnel. All practical men know that 6 Ibs. of powder would fill a 2-in. hole 
3 ft. deep. I saw scores of paper cartridges in the store-room for 144-in. holes, about 
7 in. long: they would not contain % Ib, of powder, and these are the cartridges gene- 
rally used all through this tunnel. This machine, with the help of men, excavate a 
tunnel for about 12 ft. square; then upright posts are put in, and whole timber over, 
forming a durns, or set of timber. This is all covered,and the meu stope the back 12 ft. 
higher, and open it out so as to put an arch of 26 ft. span. This is done above the tim- 
ber, and the arch finished; then the two sides are taken out 10 ft. each, and the side 
wall built up to meet the top arch, previously fixed. It will be seen from this that more 
than one-half of the tunnel is made by the old plan of manual labour. Then comes the 
question—Can they go ahead faster with this machine than could be done by manual 
labour ?—(they drive nearly 12 feet per week)—I say not. I would undertake todrive 
it faster and cheaper by manual labour, fixing eight men in each shift, to drive on 
the upper portion of the tunnel first, (say) 12 feet wide, other men forming the arch 
and floor, or the bed ; then some good quarrymen, with jumpers, stoping the bottom. 
A good jumper man will bore underhand in that ground 1 inch per minute, so that we 
might safely reckon that they would bore 15 feet each man in the eight hours. These 
holes would not require one-fifth of the powder now used, and only about half the air. 
From what I could make out, there were about 100 men in the tannel when I was in it, 
and about as many oil lamps. 

I next turn to the air department. The moment I came to the tunnel I looked to its 
mouth ; to my surprise I could not discover the least sign of smoke or gas emerging from 
it, which instantly convinced me that something was wrong. I had not entered the tan- 
nel 200 yards before I met a still, dense smoke—it soon became so dense that I could 
not see a lamp on the opposite side, which, of course, was only 26 feet distant. 
horses and wagons passed, but I could not see them. This continued up to within 100 
yards of the end, where a light could be seen for 20 yards. Here air was liberated snfl- 
cient to support the men with the machine, but as it passed back where the sidemen 
were at work, it was all devoured by the men and lamps. I took the mallet to strike 
the man’s borer, to say I had helped to drive the tunnel, but could not see the head 
it, so I threw down the mallet and took uy a pick, and worked out a little. T now leave 
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it for practical men to say What they think of working in such a place as this, and they 
are now only in three-quarters of a mile, and have nearly three miles more to drive. 
I was in about one honr, and when I came out I spit as black as though I had dined on 
lampblack—so did the gentieman that accompanied me. 

1 think I have had over 55 years’ actual mine practice, and I have come to theconclu- 
sion that this work will never be accomplished without other means than the present 
be adopted. I am satisfied that there is nothing deserving or eulogising to the French 
or Italian engineering for what is doing to carry out this undertaking, notwithstanding 
that they have an abundance of water-power at command,and machinery that, I should 
judge from a momentary glance, cost'40,000/. I will not, however stop here to describe 
the machinery siready erected. - : 

I have found fault, and I am open to admit it is easier to find fault than 
to point out the remedy ; but I will give a few hints—first noticing that 
everyone who understands practical tuonelling must come to the conclu- 
sion that there is not a quarter air enough thrown into the tunnel to keep 
&@ man in bis natural element, and without that he will decline and die. Then, I say 
there is water-power sufficient in the valley to drive in a 3-ft. tube-full of compressed 
air; this would drive out all the smoke and contaminated alr, or, if exhausted, by 
this tabe bringing out the foul air, and let the fresh supply go in through the tunnel, 
The same machinery could be tried each way to prove which is the most effective. 
This work cannot go on well till there is an effective circulating current in and out. I 
next suggest as a second means to bring a large tube down from the mountain top, and 
carry it in to the tunnel end. This would produce a rapid carrent, or if this be not 
found sufficient, put a furnace to it, as used in coal mines, Air in that situation can be 
carried, I may say, to an unlimited extent. The first thing to be looked after is to have 
a circulating current of air—this attained, the tunnel will go through, but not otherwise. 

Turning again to the machine, I admit that Mr. Sommeltiler has shown a natural 
genius in his machine, and it may look very well at work in the fitting-up shop, on a 
@tone selected for the purpose, but in practical work it is cumbersome and defective. A 
major in the army, I do not remember his name, put up a machine to bore a 5-ft. tunnel 
under Brend 1,8 t, in much harder ground, It was far more effective, though 
he worked his with steam with a short cylinder,and worked out the bottom. His 
engine, if worked with compressed air, and a longer cylinder or more fess, on Mr. Som- 
meliilier’s plan, without moving the engine, would be, in my opinion, preferable, The 
whole of that engine was only 4 ft. square, and I think Mr, Sommeilier would do 
well to turn his attention to improve his machine by reducing its size, and working 
it something on the major’s principle. I was asked a few days before leaving Lon- 
don to goto an engineer’s yard in Southwark to witness the trial of Messrs, Ridley 
and Jones’s Ooal-Cutting Machine. There has been a great deal said of late, pro and 
con, as to its utility, and I do not mean to say it has yet reached perfection, bat I do say 
that machine will ultimately become a very effective one, not only for coal cutting, but 
for quarrying and many other purposes. Were I connected with Mont Cenis Tunnel I 
should at once purchase one of those machines, and work it with compressed air. I should 
work it across the tunnel, and undercut the bottom 32 ft. for the tannel’s breadth in one 
hour. Astoite size, itis only about 4 ft. by 2ft. Gin, Then, Mr, Sommeliier’s machine 
reduced to half its size, boring horizontal holes, heaving downward, would do, and they 
would not have to bore half the quantity of ground, or use half the quantity of powder. 
Notwithstanding that I see so wide a field for improvement in carrying out this tunnel, 
I will conclude for the present, but I shall keep my eye on the subject. In my next I 
shall criticise Mr. Fox's remarks on it, and his views on the increase of temperature in 
the earth, for which this tunnel is no guide. NichoLas ENnon, 





THE OPERATIVE MINERS’ NATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 


S1r,—I have read with mach pleasure the address of the Council of this 
Association, as it contains much that is worthy of attention, but I regret 
that in certain parts it is made evident that the Council will not be content 
with defensive measures, but will assume the offensive also. Referring to 
the well-considered regulation laid down by the Conference, the propriety 
of which the Council entirely agree with, they have to report that all active 
interference with local trade dlepatyy relating to wages or workings is not in the pro- 
vince or duties of the Counct!, they Belleve it would be equally impolitic and injarious 
to interfere with or dictate toany class of men or masters as to how or how not they shall 
or may work, But the Council are of opinion as decidedly that all information should 
be forwarded to them as to the cause and operation of such local differences; and where 
any marked error, injustice, or serious inequality be evident, they believe that to render 
accurate information, and to tender sound acvice, may be of the utmost use to both 
employers and employed. It Is rarely that entire justice, or the whole truth, rests with 
a one-sided party in trade disputes; a d without expressing any decision whether men 
or masters are most in error, the Council belleve that many of the recent disastrous 
strikes and lock-outs have originated in almple misapprehensi have been continued 
in ignorance, wilfulness, or a faise pride, to the serious detriment of all concerned: when, 
in an early or later stage, a few judicl Ag ts or f might have settled 
all, and enabled harmony, good-fecling, and prosperity to have existe’, where poverty, 
ill-wiil, and hatred have been the result. So far, I believe, every coal miner will cor- 
diaily agree with the Council, but they then come toa statement which reduces them 
to the condition of a monster trade union, 

Social trade disputes relating to wages or workings should not on any account what- 
ever he interfered with, and if they are interfered with the resolution of the Conference 
will be at once infringed. How little faith can be placed in the promises of the Council! 
may be judged of from the fact that at thelr very first meeting they issue a report, in 
which they state that ‘the Council do, however, recognise the duty, when well informed 
on any local trade dispute, and on being satisfied that justice rests with the workmen, 
either in the matters of weighing, treatment, or prices, of making the case known tothe 
mining class generally, and they would feel, in certain cases, the necessity of recom- 
mending that support should be given in such degree as may appear requisite for the 
end to be obtained.” Now, this I consider to be highly objectionable, as it reflects dis- 
credit upon the entire scheme. It is true, the Council recommend the colllers to be 
“ substantially accurate” in their stat its of plaints, and, “ on the whole, to give 
the benefit of doubts to their opponents,” but we all know that in the excitement of a 
trade dispute it ts almost impossible to state complaints without some bias, and that to 
give the employers the advantage would be simply ridiculous. 

I next come to the Inspection Act, and I beileve that its provisions can be carried out 
without the intervention of the Council at all. There cannot be found a dozen instances 
where cualowners would attempt to evade the 29th clause, and whether the coal is 
weighed, measured, or guaged, the masters have full right to engage that slack-full tubs 
shall not besent up. I believe, however, that weighing is so far preferable that most 

masters would agree to it, if requested todo so ina proper manner. I would suggest 
that every tub should be properly filled by two men—one appointed by the workmen 
and one by the master, and then welghed, The weight should then be legibly painted 
on the tub, and the man sbouid be paid for the exact weight after, but should forfeit 
the tub if containing more than 56 !bs. less than the painted weight. If the Council 
could punish the coalowners in case of preventable accidents, it will, doubtless, be pro- 
ductive of good; but, unfortunately, we have too often to panish those who do not de- 
serve it.

Instead of * loss,” “ apparent loss” should have been the words.

Now, lL ask the colliers generally whether the 
men forming the Council are such as they would like (o trust 30,0007. to, more espe- 
cially as they have given some sketch of the way they mean to go on, by commencing 
drawing for their own purposes already? We shall find that if we pay the 2d. per 
month, as asked, the expenses of our Counci!, and their assistants, would be not less 
than 10,0002. a year, and that its members would become wealthly out of the results of 
our labours, With such a prospect before us, I fear it will do little to increase their 
funds by thelr stating * that it is not their wish to injure the capitalist as such, nor to 
oppose their measures for the mere sake of opposition. It is not by ruining employers 
that the working men can be benefited, and by elevating the collier the workmen and 
masters will be equality benefited.” I havé great hopes that the Conference would be 
productive of good to the working men, but the first report of the Counci! convinces me 
that we had better avoid all connection with them if we would avoid spending our money 
to enrich those who do not care to work as har? as we do, A Herron Cotiier.

If the 
half of what those letters contain be true, it would seem that merchants and captains 
are in a conspiracy to carry on a thriving trade amongst them, and that dividends to 
the confiding and patient adventurers are about the only matters that are not thought 
of or cared for. The system, judged by its defenders (for there never was an abuse which 








had not those), is self-condemned, as in the few feeble replies extorted there is not a 


single sound and rational argument, but fn all the same anxious desire appcars— to throw 
dust in the eyes of the pablic,and also to depreciate the fair and honest course of buying 


supplies by public tender; and It ts very amusing to see Lhe absurdity and puerility of ; 


those apologists of a bad system. The year 1863 is characterised as having been a bad 


one for mining speculation, owing to the few and small improvements in mines during 
the period; but it is not diMcult to see that other and powerful causes are in operation, 
which, if left unchecked, may lead to an abandonment of mining enterprise by those who 
are its mainstay and support—the public. I am glad, however, to notice symptoms of 
reform, and to such men as Mr. Gregory, of Drake Walis, and the directors of the Wheal

In our tribute depart- 
ment the setting fur December is, as follows:—Four men, at 5s. in 1/.; three mev, at 
6s.; 12 men, at 6s. 8d.; 13 men, at 8s. ; and 30 men, at 10s. in 1/.,at a standard of 6(/. per 
ton. The tributers paying all expenses. At surface we have cleaned 60 tons 5cwts. of 
black tin, amounting to 37951, The fall in price of tin has greatly reduced the amount, 
We would observe that during last quarter Georgia lode has greatly falien off in 
quality, by reason of which we are a littleshort of the estimated quantity of tin. Not 
having a sufficient number of heads to stamp the coming work there is now at surface, 
and raised during the last three months, full 5 tons of tin, not made marketable, by reason 
of not having sufficient machinery to return it; we, therefore, recommend the erection 
of another axle, with 12 heads of stamps, in order to keep up the usual returns.

been prosecuted. With respect tothe price of tin, it was not only his opinion, but also 
that of others who were well competent to judge, that during the next three months it 
would advance 6/. or 7/. per ton. He now came to what he considered the most im- 
portant point in connection with the undertaking—he referred to the protracted nego- 
ciations relative to the new ground, called Florence, in connection with which a reso- 
lution would be submitted for confirming its final settlement for 453/., including all 
costs.

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the quantity of tin that had been sold during the last 
eighteen months ?——The CuareMan replied that during (he period referred to there 
had been about 400 tons of tin, which had been returned to market by tweaty-four heads 
ofstamps. He did not know of any — — Cornwall that had returned, with the 

number of stamps, so large a quantity of tin. 

=. E. Cooxe sald he bad several times visited the property, and no one who had not 
visited it could form anything like an accurate opinicn as to the actual value of the 
additional property recently acquired. It had been sometimes said that Wheal Grylis 
was not paying a large amount of interest upon the market value of the shares, but if 
those who used that argument would but visit the property, and examine the floors, 
they would see that Wheal Grylls was not a mine worked for a temporary object, but 
to make it a permanently-productive property. For his part, be did not think they had 
acted altogether justly to Wheal Grylis, because he thought another 1/. per share should 
have been paid to provide the necessary machinery some two years ago, instead vf having 
paid for it out of the returns. They ought to give the mine the same chances as railways, 
where calls upon capital were made to provide for plant and machinery. He did not 
make these remarks because he was dissatisfied, as he knew full well where a con- 
siderable proportion of the profits had been expended; but bis object was to show that 
if capital had been provided for the purchase of plant and machinery, Wheal Grylls 
would have paid, and would now be paying, more than 1/. per share per quarter, That 
so much had been done, and economically done, reflected the greatest credit upon their 
agents. He rep ted a iderable interest, and it was the wish of those whom he 
did represent that the dividend upon the present occasion should be foregone, and the 
amount appropriated for the purposes stated by the Chairman. The final settiement of 

he tion with ref to the western ground was of the utmost importance, for it 
had been for the past two or three years like a millstone round their necks, and had 
been brought to militate against the market value of the property. He was but endorsing 
the opinion of some of the largest shareholders, when he strongly advised the erection of 
twelve or sixteen additional heads of stamps, it being a well-known fact that a consi- 
derable quantity of tin ground had been already discovered. Therefore additional 
stamps would de the means, he hoped, of giving them additional profits. That the 
Georgia lode was variable was known on all hands, but the chances of again finding it 
as rich as it had ever before been were as great as before its riches were known, Asto 
the proposed appropriation of the dividend, he was sure no shareholder was unrea- 
sonable enough to suppose that the committee would suggest any course other than that 
which would conduce to the ultimate benefit of the undertaking, and, therefore, he would 
most strenuously support their recommendation. (Hear, hear.) 

The report and accounts were received and adopted. 

Mr. Rica enquired if he understood the Chairman to say there was some tin that had 
been raised during the quarter that had not been returned? ——The CHAIRMAN replied 
that 5 tons of tin had been raised and paid for, but which they had been unable to return. 

A SHAREHOLDER had noticed that one of their lodes was worth only 6/. or 7l. per 
fathom.——The CHatrnMAN reminded the meeting that a lode in that district worth 6. 
or 71. per fathom, was really a rich lode, because they could drive for 30s. per fathom. 
He had omitted to mention that Mr. St. Aubyn and Mr. Buller had granted a fresh lease 
for 21 years, at 1-18th dues, owing to the vigorous manner in which the property was 
being developed ; and, while upon this point, he would take the opportunity, on behalf 
of the company, of thanking those gentlemen, whose conduct had been so different from 
other lords in the district. 

Mr. WARREN enquired if the leases for 21 years were from the present time? ——The 
CHatrMan replied that the leases were for 21 years, from Dec. 1. He stated that he 
should be glad to reply to any other question that shareholders might wish to put. 

Mr. T. Kine (of Canonbury) said that the able and lucid statement of the Chairman 
had rendered questions unnecessary. They could not but congratulate themselves apon 
the lawsuit having been disposed of; if that had been, as no doubt it had, a drag to 
the wheel, all they could hope was now that the drag had been removed, that the ad- 
ditional stamps and boiler would serve as a lubricant to the machinery, which would 
be productive for many years to come. 

Resolutions were unanimously passed to the effect, that the balance standing to the 
credit of the account be applied to the settlement of the dispute, and to the purchase of 
another boiler and additional stamps. ta 

Mr. E, Cooke drew attention to a paragraph which appeared in last week’s Mining 
Journal relating to a Grylls Tin Mining Company. As far as he was concerned, he did 
not attach any importance to the statements therein made, because he knew there was 
not a semblance of truth in them, but they had tended to cause some anxiety among 
some of the shareholders. The paragraph referred to states that “ We are informed that 
a company on the Cost-book System is now in course of formation for working a pro- 
perty in the very centre of the Wheal Grylls sett, through which the Georgia lode, so 
productive of rich black tin, passes; it is considered singular that the Wheal Grylls 
Company should have neglected to secure this, as, sooner or later, it may interfere with 
their workings.” Such a statement was likely to induce some shareholders to suppose 
that the centre of Wheal Grylis sett was being worked without any right or title. 

The SecreTaRY had intended to bring the matter before the meeting, because it was 
@ most preposterous and false statement.——The CHarrMAN said that with the addi- 
tional ground the centre of Wheal Grylls sett was where their engine was placed. 

The SecreTaRY did not think it respectable for anyone to adopt the same name, and 
divide the sett into the same number of shares, as Wheal Grylls. 

The CuarrMAN sald that the statements were utterly without foundation, Ile conld 
not help saying that,giving the property, wherever it was, the same name, and dividing 
it into the same number of shares, as Wheal Grylls was done to deceive, He would 
caution the public that the “Grylls Tin Mining Company” was not “ Wheal Grylls,” 
nor could its operations, wherever they were, in any way interfere with the Wheal 
Grylis workings, All their titles and leases were perfectly good. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. E. Cooxe said he would ask the present committee to continue their services, 
and to tender to them, especially the Chairman, who had laboured hard and successfully 
on behalf of the company, the best thanks of the shareholders. Their Chairman had 
been to Cornwall at least a dozen times relative to the settlement of the dispute, and to 
obtain the various additional grants, for which he was entitled to the best thanks of 
the shareholders, 

The committee of management was re-elected, with thanks for past services. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that a considerable amount of tact and perseverance must have 
been brought to bear in securing the additional property,as well asin effecting a settle- 
ment of the long-litigated dispute ; and, therefore, he had p! in proposing that a 
special vote of thanks be accorded to the Chairman on the present occasion. 

Mr. E. Cooks having seconded the proposition, it was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHARMAN acknowledged the vote in appropriate terms. He must confess that he 
considered he had gained a great victory, in which he had received the greatest assist- 
ance from Mr. R. R. Michell—indeed, without that assistance, he doubted much whe- 
ther he should have succeeded. He could only reiterate his opinion, that Wheal Grylis 
would long continue a largely productive property.——The proceedings then terminated. 


EAST WHEAL GRYLLS MINING COMPANY. 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at Mr. Peter Watson’s

Mr. W. Warson (the purser) read the notice convening the meeting, 
and the minutes of the last were read and confirmed. 

A statement of accounts for the three months ending with the October 
cost was submitted, which showed a credit balance of 7022. 14s, 2d. 

The report of the agents was read, as follows:— 


Dec, 28.—We beg to hand you our report of the progress made during the last three 
months, and of our present prospects :—Middle Lode: The engine-shaft has been sunk 
19 fms, 2 ft.. and is now down 4 fms. below the deep adit, a plat cut, and holed to this 
level. The shaftmen are now engaged cutting ground for pitwork. The new whim- 
shaft is sunk 4 fms. 2 ft., and is this depth below the adit; the lode in this shaft is 
2% ft. wide, worth 7/. per fm.; price for sinking 47. perfm. The adit levels have been 
extended 25 fms. 3 {t.; the lode for the greatest part of this distance will be taken away 
by tributers at a low tribute,and the ens at the present time are passing through good 
tribute ground. In the bottom of the adit there bas been a winze sunk 4 fms., though 
@ lode worth 107. perfm. The 20 fm. level from surface is driven 15 fms., through a 
lode that will just pay for driving; the backs of which will work at 10s.in 12. The 
17 has been driven west 11 fms. 5 ft.; the first 4 fms. was through a very rich lode, 
but the lode in the end is now 1 ft. wide, and will only just pay for driving, which is 
11, 10s. per fathom.—Fisher’s Lode: The 10, under adit, has been cleared and timbered 
20 fms, and there are about 3 fms. more of attie to clear to get at the end; when this 
is done, we shall immediately drive east on the course of the lode, as we know that 
there isa rich bunch of tin gone down in the bottom of the adit, about 15 fms. east of 
thepresent end. Our progress underground during the last three months has been slow, 
owing to the men having been employed principally at surface. We have a large quan- 
tity of tinstuff already broken and at surface, ready for the stamps. At surface the 
engine and boiler-houses are built, and engine erected, and we expect toget the dressing- 
floors in order, so as to commence stamping on Jan. 1. There is a large reservoir made, 
and a cart-road for conveying the tinstuff to the stamps.—E. Rocsrs, J. Popr. 


The CHAIRMAN said that at the time of the last meeting, in Sept. last, held at the mine, 
the foundation stone of the engine-house was laid, At that meeting he stated it would 
be some four months before the engine would go to work, whereas it actually went to 
work on Dec. 4, Healso stated at that meeting that it would be about six months before 
& parcel of tin could be sent to market, but as the stamps would commence working on 
Jan. 1, the first parcel of tin would be sold in Feb. As regards the accounts, it had been 
seen that there was a balance of 702/. 14s. 2d. in hand, after paying for the engine and 
engine-house, stamps, floors, and everything on the mine, and everything charged up 
to the end of October. 

Mr. NoRTHEN enquired if there was any accumulation of tinstuff upon the surface? 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was enough tinstuff upon surface to produce about 12 tons 
of tin. There were some points in the mine which the report did not mention; for in- 
stance, in the 17 fathom level going east there was a lode worth from 5VZ. to 601. and 
701.per fm. As the sett contained east and west and north and south lodes, levels were 
being driven in those directions.

600 or 700 fathoms.——Mr, Batrers said that the trouble their Chairman had had in | 
securing so extensive a sett, in a district divided into such small holdings, must have 
been great indeed. He must confess that he did not know till now that East Grylls pos- 
sessed such an extensive run of ground upon the course of the lodes, Until now he had 
had no idea it was such a propsrty—to him East Grylls had been terra incognita. 

Mr. &. Cooke said he had for some time past, in his remarks in the Mining Journal, 
endeavoured to point out to the public the merits of East Wheal Grylls. He had taken 
every opportunity of bringing it fairly before the public, but it only afforded another 
instance of the difficulty there was in inducing the pablic to buy shares when at a low 
price. He fully believed—and he based his belief upon the assurance of their agents, 
who had never yet deceived them—that East Wheal Grylls would become when develope! 
& very valuable property.—— Mr. Batters certainly thought it was a property which 
well deserved the attention of the public. 

The CHAIRMAN said one reason why the real merits of the property had not been more 
made known was that they should succeed in securing the additional ground. He was 
perfectly convinced that property would never have been secured had the company not 
been kept as a sort of private partnership. A!l the facts had been made know to the 
sharcholders, but the reports had not been published in the Mining Journal.

He had to my 
own knowledge been most indefatigable in negociations and personal interviews with 
the different lords, and he (Mr. Cooke) trusted that at some futare time they would re- 
eognise those valuable services in a more substantial manner than by a vote of thanks. 

The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said he felt he deserved the thanks of his fellow-shareholders, for he 
certainly had exerted himself to the utmost to promote their best welfare, but, being one 
of the largest shareholders, bis interest was identical with theirs, und, therefore, in ad- 
vancing thelr interest he was advancing hisown. It was, however, a source of great 
satisfaction that the whole of the arrangements had been satisfactorily adjusted, and he 
hoped, and believed, that they had before them a long and prosperous career. (Hear.)

He might mention 
that he had handed over to the secretary the lease of the grants and everything connected 
therewith; and that the leases from Mr. St. Aubyn and Mr. Trevelyan were in the 
names of Mr. R, R. Michell and himself, as lessees on behalf of the company. 

The report and accounts were received, and passed unanimously. 

Mr. E. Cooke enquired if there were any objectionable clauses in’ elther of the 
leases ?——The CHarrMAN replied that the leases and grants contained the usual clauses 
in mining leases, but none of an objectionable character. 

The usual resolution was then passed, indemnifying the lessees against any legal pro- 
ceedings with respect to the said grants or leases. ~The CuarrMAN said he would ask

Minerat WEALTH oF GrEECE.—The mines and minerals at present 
yield only about 4236/. a year, while the minerals alone should bring the Government 
a sum of over 40,0002. a year, upon sleeping rents and moderate royalties, which would 
progressively augment instead oi diminishing, and tend greatly to the prosperity of the 
country, while increa-ing to a great extent the export and import dutics. One marble 
quarry at Carrara pays far more than all the minerals {1: Greece, although there can be 
no doubt that the marbies of Pentelicus and Paros are quite equal to any in Italy. The 
pure sulphur in Meios, Nalos, and the Gulf of Corinth ought alone to yield as much as 
is now received for all the minerals, the amount consumed being greatly increased of 
late years, in consequence of the vine disease, and the demand for making sulphuric acid, 
The emery of Naxos would let for more than 4000:. a year, for it should be remembered 
that the emery of Turkey, the only other place it comes from, being of a very inferior 
description, is far from commanding so high a price. The porphyry, serpentine, chalce- 
dony, iron, copper, and lead ores, jasper, manganese, loadstone, sand impregnated with gold 
dust, malachite, asbestus, rock salt, lapis lazall, gypsum, meerschaum, antimony ore, Ii- 
thographic stones, fine colouring earths for paint, and Turkish hones, &c., have never been 
worked at all. The salt works are a Government monopoly, the actual return being 
18,2297. per annum. From the general peculation and mismanagement, it is unqucation- 
able that twice as much could be obtained by means of a small outlay. There are 16 
in all —3 in the Peioponnesus, 8 in the continent, and 5 in the islands—but they are not 
all at work. The expense of making the salt is scarcely anything. The almost unli- 
mited demand for sa't for the interior of Turkey and the northern part of Africa would 
enable Greece to create a large trade in thisarticle, Strange as it may seem, both quan- 
tity and quality are improved by a north wind.

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ANNUAL REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADE. 

The year 1863 having now passed away, and all its events, great and 
small, prosperous and adverse, pleasurable and painful, become matters of 
history, the opening of the New Year appears a fitting opportunity for 
taking a retrospective glance at the principal events that have occurred in 
the Metal Market daring the past twelve months. We think we may, 
without hesitation, congratulate the readers of the Mining Journal upon 
the present position and future prospects of the metal market; for, notwith- 


standing that the unhappy and fraticidal war in America continues without 
any prospect of termination, nee seriously affecting our trade with one 
of our best customers; and notwithstanding, also, the present unsettled 
and unsatisfactory position of affairs on the Continent, and the fear that 
war is feantoces bebween thestwo opposing parties, with the possible con- 
tingency of a general European war, and, likewise, the present high state 
of the money market, not only here, but more especially throughout the 
Continent; yet the metal market maintains a remarkably healthy appear- 
ance, and the events just mentioned do not seem to have exercised any 
serious or prejudicial influence upon it; and this is more remarkably the 
case with regard to the tightness of the money market, which, instead of 
acting injuriously upon the trade, has positively been of benefit; showing 
that the market must be inherently sound, and the general state of trade 
in the country exceedingly prosperous and good. The metal market 
during the past year may be said to have passed through five separate 
periods; the first four, singularly enough, alternating with the seasons. 
The commencement of the year was marked by great prosperity, anda 
very large business was done in metals during the spring; but asthe sum- 
mer drew on, @ great quietude seemed to come over the market from 
various causes, and this continued to increase, until at length it lapsed into 
positive dulness; again, as the autumn advanced, a mar ed revival took 
place, and trade again became very brisk, and the tone of the market sin- 
gularly buoyant, This, however, as winter showed itself, began to sub- 
side, and the market again became quiet, though with now and then in- 
tervalsof briskness; but lately the trade has seemed to throw off all quietness, 
and to appear in all the health and prosperity that could be desired. An 
immense amount of business has been done, and in several instances 
rices have considerably advanced, and with regard to some metals are still 
cor at upward; and now that, on Dec. 24, the Bank have reduced their 
rate of discount to 7 per cent., which we expect will before long be fol- 
lowed by further reductions, we may expect an additional impetus to be 
given to trade, and a corresponding increase in the amount of business that 
will be done. In our anticipations for the new year we cannot but hope 
that the fears entertained that the peace of Europe may be broken will not 
be realised, but that we may still continue to enjoy the blessings of peace, 
which have now so long prevailed, and which are so essential to the pro- 
sperity of trade; for though war might benefit some part of the metal 
trade, and the ironmasters especially reap great advantages from it, yet, 
nerally, it would certainly act very prejudicially upon the market. It 
is much to be regretted that the grand idea of the Emperor Napoleon, of 
an European congress,tby which differences between nations might be set- 
tled by arbitration instead of war, could not be carried out, as it would 
have enabled nations to appropriate the millions of money now spent in 
the arts of destruction, for the advancement of trade and commerce, and 
the amelioration of the condition of the people; and we trust still that a 
good time may come when this truly noble idea may be adopted, and the 
nations learn the wisdom as well as the blessings of peace. We look for- 
ward with much hope to the results that will arise from the appointment 
of Sir John Lawrence as Governor-General of India, and trust that under 
his wise rule India, which is now evidently passing through a great crisis 
in her history, may come out of it with great benefit, and that great and 
im nt country become even of more advantage to England than it has 
hitherto been; that trade may be largely extended, and English capital 
find a field where it may be most profitably invested, and in this prosperity 
the Metal Trade will largely share, as India is even now our best customer, 
and, under advantageous circumstances, likely to become even larger con- 
sumers of metals than at present. Under all circumstances, therefore, we 
cannot but regard the present position of the metal trade with great satis- 
faction, and look forward with every encouragement to the prospects for 
the new year, and trust that we shall not be disappointed in our anticipa- 
tion that it may prove one of undoubted prosperity to the metal trade. 


Corrrr.—At the commencement of the year the price of copper was 
precisely the same as at present, but was then dull of sale, and at the latter 
end of January could be bought at 2/. under fixed prices. Foreign also 
was greatly neglected. On Feb. 3a decline of 9/. per ton took place, which 
was a much greater reduction than had been expected, and created a 
considerable stir in the market in consequence. It also caused a great 
demand tospring up, and the manufacturers filled their books with orders, Foreign 
also considerably improved. This decline produced a very good effect upon the mar- 
ket, and orders at length became so great that the smelters refused to take any more. 
The natural consequence of this state of things was that a rise was fally expected ; but 
from various causes it did not take effect. At the latter end of February the market 
became very still, and remained so during the following month, and in April second- 
hand parcels could be obtained a trifie under fixed prices. In June the market again 
became firmer, and on the 26th of the same month the smelters announced an advance 
of 31. per ton, making the prices to be for shect and sheating, 99/.; tough cake and tile, 
927.; and best selected, 95/. Soon after this a rise in the value of ores caused the mar- 
ket to stiffen considerably, and the smelters began to refuse orders at the fixed rates, 
which caused a further rise to be anticipated; and on July 27 another advance, of 3/.

.; and best selected, 987. This rise, however, was not warranted by an increase in 
the demand, which was then moderate, but was made soiviy on account of the short 
supply of ores. During the next month the market again became flat, and sellers were 
foand under fixed prices. In September, in consequence of favourable advices from Bom- 
, there arose considerable activity in the market, and second-hand parcels were 
eagerly caught up. Smelters became very firm in their prices, and buyers could not 
operate ander fixed rates. This state of things continued during the following month, 
and a rise became fully expected ; and on Oct. 12 the smelters announced an advance of 

. per ton, and fixed prices became 105/. for manufactured, 1011, for best selected, and 

for tough cake and tile. This advance not appearing to satisfy the smelters, and a 
favourable state of affairs continuing, another rise was expected; this, however, 
prevented by the advance in the Bank rate of discount. In November the standard 
declined 32. per ton, and smelters waited to see what effect was produced on the 
by the advance in the Bank rate, being desirous, if possible, of putting up the 
The market, however, became much duller, and buyers would not give out their 
full rates.

In the month 
of November the demand still continuing remarkably good, the Staffordshire makers 
became full of orders, and, notwithstanding the advance in the Bank rate, the market 
ined quite ffected. About this time a good steady demand set in from America, 
and large railway orders came to hand. English iron in stock in London was advanced 
to 81. 10s. per ton. Farther advance in Bank rate still produced no effect upon the 
market, and the demand still continuing, the Staffordshire makers advanced their price 
5s. per ton, and English iron was also put up another 10s. per ton. A great proof of the 
improvement in the iron trade of South Wales was found in the fact that all the works 
which had come to astandstil! during the depressed times of the last four years are now 
either in work or preparing to commence operations, and this satisfactory state of things 
is brought about by the advance in the price of iron, and the prospects for the future. 
At the commencement of December a further advance in Staffordshire iron became fully 
expected at the next quarterly meeting, and makers would only take orders subject to 
quarter-day’s prices. The workmen in South Staffordshire also again began to be un- 
settled, and demanded higher wages. As the month advanced the iron trade still 
showed itself in a most flourishing condition, and an advance of 30s. at quarter-day be- 
came fully expected. Orders were only taken subject to quarter-day’s prices, though 
some houses agreed to take orders at 25s. advance on present rates. Buyers were now 
in difficulty on account of the state of the market, not knowing how to operate. Onthe 
24th of December an advance of 10s. per ton in Welsh bars was announced. The pre- 
liminary meeting of the Staffordshire ironmasters was held on the 3lst of December, at 
which it was resolved to advance the price of iron 20s. per ton, and an announcement 
has been received that English fron, free on board in London, is advanced to 87, 10s. per 
ton. Swedish iron, during the commencement of the year, remained generally quiet at 
112, 104., but in April the market became very dull; arrivals came in very slowly, and 
though holders were desirous of securing higher rates, buyers could be found only with 
difficulty. In August the market somewhat improved, and a good business was done 
at 11/. 10s, In the following month advices arrived from Sweden that no assortments 
were to be obtained, and there appeared every probability that prices would go higher; 
but no advance took place until October, when a good demand springing up the price 
rose to 127.10s. perton. In the next month the demand stil! continued, and consider- 
able shipments were made at the above prices. At the commencement of December, 
however, the market gave way to 12/., but shortly rallied to 12/. 58., and an improved 
demand arising the price rose to 12/7. 5s. and 127. 10s. per ton, Scotch pig-iron has, as 
usual, flactuated considerably ¢uring the year, but has latterly steadily advanced to its 
present price. In January the price generally was about 53s, 6d. cash, but in February 
the stock in Scotland increased about 35,000 tons, being then upwards of 740,000 tons, 
and the price advanced to 54s. 3d. The prospects of the trade now became brighter; 
but in the following month the price fell to 50s. 64. From this time a slow but 
steady advance took place until in August the price stood at 54s. 6d. cash, and 
54s. 94. one month. In September, a strike occurring among some of the miners, the 
price rose to 55s. 6d., and a large business was done; the improvement still continued, 
and 58s. 6d. cash, and 59s. one month was paid. In October 61s. 6d. was reached, and 
during the month the market became greatly excited, rising to 63s. 3d., and declining 
to 62s. 3d., a very large business being done at irregular prices. The tendency of 
the market, however, was downward, and 60s. 3d. was accepted; the next week it 
rose to 6ls. 3d. and 61s. 94., at which a very large business was done for specula- 
tion. The Bank advance now told upon the market, and falling and rising became 
the order of the day; it settled, however, at 61s. 6d., but the anticipation of the 
second rise in the Bank rate caused the market to become flat, and a decline oc- 
curred to 60s.6d.; a reaction, however, soon took place, and 60s. 1044d. was secured. 
In November great fluctuations occurred, the market first rising, then falling, and 
afterwards rising again; but eventually settled at 61s., and successively rose to 62s., 
65s. 6d.,and 66s. 94. After the further advance in the Bank rate, however, the mar- 
ket fell to 64s. 144d., and then to 63s. 94. In December, however, a considerable 
improvement commenced, which has steadily continued, prices varying from 64s., 
64s. 1044d., and 65s., and a@ large business was done at advanced prices, 65s, 6d. cash, 
and 67s. 8d. three months, being paid. In consequence of the improved aspect of 
monetary affairs the market was greatly stimulated, and a large speculative demand 
arose, and prices advanced fully 1s. per ton, the market remaining steady, at 663. 64. 
cash, 67s. one month, and 68s, three months. During the past week there has been 
considerable excitement in the market, and prices have gradually advanced, and the 
last advices from Glasgow state that the price had reached 70s. three months, but gave 
way during the day, and closed at 67s. 3d. cash, and 69s. three months. 
Leap.—The prices of this metal have not greatly varied during the year; 
at its commencement it stood at 21/7. 5s. for common English pig, and 22/, 
for WB. In February there arose a considerable demand for WB, which 
greatly reduced the stock, and caused an advance of 10s. per ton. This 
demand did not, however, continue for a long time, and in the following 
month the market became very inactive, and fell to 20/7. 10s. for common 
English pig. For the next three months the market showed an evidently downward 
tendency ; but in September a revival took place, in consequence of very large shipments 
for China, and prices became very firm. In Ocrober, however, the demand again be- 
came very limited, and prices dropped to 20/, for soft English pig, 207. 5s. for LB, and 
211. 7s. 6d. for WB. During the same month an improved demand springing up, the 
market became firmer,and prices advanced 5s. per ton. This state of things continued 
during the month of November, and the market rose to 20/. 5s. to 201. 10s. for common 
English pig, and 21/, 10s. for WB. Early in December a very large demand from Ame- 
rica caused a further improved feeling to arise in the market, and prices advanced to 
201. 15s. for common English pig, and 21/7. 15s. for WB. This improvement still re- 
mains, the market continues firm, and buyers are still found at the prices just quoted. 
Tin.—At the beginning of the year the tin market was by no means in 
avery flourishing condition; English could be bought at 20s. to 30s. under 
smelters’ prices, and Straits stood at 1177., and Banca at 1197. At the 
latter end of January an improvement took place, and Straits advanced to 
1207.; English also became much firmer, On February 24 the English 
smelters announced an advance of 4/. per ton; the market became very 
steady, and in March Straits stood at 1217.,and Banca at 1247. During the following 
month, however, English could be obtained under the fixed rates. Efforts were made 
to bolster up the market for Straits, but without success, and, though the price stood 
nominally at 122/. 103., yet there was no stability in the market. In May, however, a 
better feeling arose; the prices of English became firmer, and in foreign more business 
was doing, and the price for Straits became, 1257. cash, and 126/. three months, while 
Banca obtained 1292. On the 26th of this month the smelters of English announced an- 
other advance of 37. per ton on blocks and bars, and 47, per ton on refined; a good bu- 
siness also was done at this time in foreign, and the price of Straits rose to 1277. In 
Banca a very great falling off occurred in the yield of the mines, the quantity to be of- 
fered at the Dutch sale being stated at only 103,000 slabs, which caused the price to run 
up to 1337.

WEATHER PREDICTIONS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


Sin,—The year has now closed. Alas! it will be some time before we 
are again blessed with another like the late one has been—its fine seasons 
have filled our barns with plenty, and left us in prosperity for the present. 
We had a mild spring, a fine summer and autumn, with mild weather up 
to the very last day of the year: so mild that the vegetation resembled 
the spring and summer months. Even a second crop of strawberries and 
other fruits have been gathered, while the flowers in the gardens have sent forth their 
blossoms and f as in the spring months. Well, all this mild weather was 
foretold, and even that the late mild weather would continue up to the end of the year. 
Perhaps, never was there so much interest attached to meteorology as at present, and 
this has brought out a host of would-be“ weather prophets:” some of them threaten 
us with terrible storms, which are only terrible on paper, whilst others threaten us 
with terribly cold winters. 

The weather, on the other hand, presents them with a rose, and the sweet-scented 
wallflower, to their confusion. M. Mathieu de la Drome threatened the good folks in 
France with a terribly cold Christmas; but the people got up each morning and found 
the same mild, genial weather. All this must be very annoying to these would-be 
savans. Well, in the midst of all these threatened calamities the readers of the Journal 
have not been deceivec : they have been told the truth, and my valuable meteorological 
discovery has vindicated itself, and also its accuracy as time unfolds itself. Almost 
every storm which has ravaged our coasts has been foretold, and if proper care had been 
taken many valuable lives and much property might have been saved. I shall shortly 
say something about the character of the forthcoming winter; and even then I do not 
suppose I shall frighten anybody as to the duration and severity of the cold weather, 
With regard to the immediate future, a series of phenomena culminate on the Ist inst., 
nearly similar to those produced by the terrible gales in December. The weather will 
be unsettled, with some violent winds, during the coming week. 

Since writing the abeve the winds foretold for about the Ist inst, have commenced, 
and at some places with great violence. The ‘emp ure has iderably uced, 
and snow has falien, exactly in accordance with my prediction, Admiral Fitzroy, in his 
letter in the 7imes to-day, says: —* This seems a simple way of explaining the general 
principle of forecasts for two days, but in practice many dynamic, chemical, and electri 

considerations are indispensadie, even for the brief interval of 48 hours.” In reply, I 
say all this is very nice, very fine, but it is not meteorological science, or anything ap- 
proaching to It.

There is also a shaft sunk under the cliff, 
about 8 fms. deep, where they drove a few fathoms and cut a good lode, from which they 
raised and sold about 8 tons @f ore.

The commercial classes of the country have good reason to congratu- 
late themselves upon the new year opening with almost unprecedented 
prosperity; and although, as has becu truly remarked, we mast connect the 
future with more uncertainties than have been known for a long period, we 
may fairly hope that those uncertainties will gradually clear away, and leave 
Europe generally in a far better position, commercially as well politically, 
than she is at present. For the past few months it has been our pleasing 
duty, in referring to the periodical returns of the Board of Trade, to record 
a steady and considerable increase in our export trade, and the figures for 
the month and the 11 monthsending Nov. 30 fully confirm all the favourable 
anticipations that have been expressed. ‘The total declared value of our 
shipments during the longer period of articles the produce and manufacture 
of Great Britain is set down at 132,135 368/., and at 12,758,3232. for the 
shorter period. During the corresponding portions of last year the aggre- 
gates were 113,280,779/. and 9,761,510/.; consequently showing that the 
increase in 1863 over 1862 is 18,854,589/. for the ten months, and 
2,996,813/. for the month, so that the probable excess for the entire year 
will be nearly 21,000,0007. 

We last month expressed our belief that the country had never before 
shown such extraordinary figures in respect of her prosperity, and that 
nothing could more clearly demonstrate how great must be the return, in 
course of a short time, of specie and bullion in payment for those consign- 
ments or orders to counteract the demand, or apprehension, which exisetd 
for the export of the precious metals, and which had led to the rapid ad- 
vance by the Bank of England to 8 per cent. for discounts, a wise and pre- 
cautionary measure under the then aspect of continental questions and 
affairs, but clearly only a temporary one as regards the state of home en- 
terprise. How far we were justified in these remarks may be judged of 
by the fact that the Bank rate has already been reduced, and that com- 
mercial affairs could scarcely be wished to be in a more satisfactory posi- 
tion than at present. 

With regard to articles identified with mining, it will be seen that our 
exports show a nett increase to the extent of upwards of 4,000,000/. 
With the single exception of coal and culm, in which the value of the 
exports have been about equal during the eleven months of 1863, and 
during the corresponding period of the preceding year, there has been an 
increase in every individual article, the excesses having been in iron 
1,597,5437.; in copper, 1,172,505/.; in hardware and cutlery, 838,678; 
in machinery, 249,7207.; in steel, 106 933/.; in tin-plates, 61,457/.; in 
brass, 24,9052.; in zinc, 32567.; in tin unwrought, 16,595/.; and in lead, 
10,3032. ‘The total declared value for the eleven months of 1863 is 
33,042,3071., against 28,966,993. of 1862, thus giving an excess of 
4,075,314. after deducting the unimportant deficiency of 64711. in 
coals and culm. In addition to this very encouraging statement with 
respect to our industrial products, it will be found that the transactions 
in the precious metals between this country and others give a balance in 
favour of England. The imports during the eleven months were equiva- 
lent to 26,602,320/., and the exports 24,399,2791., or a balance of upwards 
of 2,000,0002, to our advantage. 








During the quarter ending December 31 the quantity of copper ore, the 
produce of mines in Cornwall and Devon, sold at the Cornish Ticketing 
was 44,001 tons, which contained 2819 tons 5 ewts. of fine copper, and 
realised 228,292/. 7s. Od., being equal to an average of 51. 4s. Od. per 
ton of ore, and 807. 19s. Od. per ton of copper in the ore. During the same 
period the British, colonial, and foreign ores sold at Swansea amounted to 
8556 tons, which contained 1113 tons 19 ewts. of fine copper, and realised 
97,3497. 3s. Gd., being equal to an average of 117. 7s. Gd. per ton of ore, 
and 877. 8s. per ton of copper in the ore. The average produce of the ore 
sold at the Cornwall Ticketings was 6}, whilst that sold at Swansea gave 
an average produce of 13. From this it will be seen that the aggregate sales 
by ticket were 52,559 tons of ore, containing 3933 tons 4 cwts. of fine 
copper, and realising 325,6417. 10s. 6d. The subjoined is a summary of

Ramway Sraristics—Passencer Tax.—Whenever, in this country, 
an interest appears to be rising into consequence the Government inva- 
riably endeavours to bring it under the operation of a tax. The first 
mention which we find of railways in the Statute Kook is an Act of Par- 
liament, in which they are subject to taxation. The 2d and 3d Wm. IV., 
c. 120 (passed in 1832), is an act of no less than 120 clauses, entitled 
“ An Act to repeal the Duties on State Carriages and on Horses let for hire in Great 
Britain, and to grant other duties in lieu thereof.” Embodied in this Act are two 
clauses (clauses 50 and 51), by which railway companies are subject for the first time 
to taxation. The tax was applied in the following manner :—* The proprietor or com- 
pany of proprietors of every railway in Great Britain, along which any passengers shall 
be conveyed for hire, shall pay in respect of all such passengers at and after the rate of 
one halfpenny per mile for every four passengers so conveyed.” This provision was, no 
doubt, introduced at the instance of the stage-coach proprietors, and as a set-off to the 
duties levied on stage coaches. In 1842 the tax was re-adjusted. The statute 5 and 6 
Vic., c, 79, repealed that of Wm. IV., and enacted that there should be paid, in Great 
Britain, for passengers conveyed upon any railway, “a duty at and after the rate of 5/. 
for every 100/., upon all sums received or charged for the hire, fare, or conveyance of all 
such passengers.” By a subsequent Act (7 and 8 Vic. 85), passed in 1844, railway com- 
panies were required, once at least on every week-day, to run what are now known as 
“ parliamentary trains” along their line, “conveying passengers at a speed of not jess 
than 12 miles an hour, including stoppages, and taking up and setting-down at every 
passenger-station, at fares not exceeding one penny for each mile.” As the tax levied 





upon passengers by these trains would, however, have practically exceeded one-eighth, 
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of their full amount of fares, Parliament provided, “ for the relief of railway companies,” 
that no tax should be levied upon their receipts in respect of these cheap trains. And 
thus the Jaw continued from 1844 to 1863. The largely-increasing amounts received 
by the revenue from the railway companies is shown by the following Table, extracted 
from Sir 8. Morton Peto’s valuable and interesting work, entitled “ Taxation; its Levy 
and Expenditure.” AMOUNT OF RAILWAY DUTY RECEIVED.

According to the accounts of the Inland Revenue Commissioners, the amount received 
for passenger duty for 1862 was 313,0571., being very nearly 3 per cent. of the whole 
expenditure of the railway companies. 


















FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The tone of the Belgian iron market continues excellent, and more or- 

ders being received than there are offers made, present prices are main- 
tained without any difficulty. All the establishments are in full activity. 
The syndicate of Belgian forgemasters has just concluded a contract for 
10,000 tons of rails for South America, and another of the same import- 
ance for England. ‘The rise which has occurred, and which seems likely 
to continue, in English iron puts Belgian producers i a favourable position as regards 
the export trade. Russian agents have made to Belgian industrials some propositions 
for the delivery of a considerable number of plates for covering ships intended to be ar- 
mour-plated. Tke construction workshops do not present the same activity as the forges 
and other establishments. In the Charleroi district the production is rather more con- 
siderable than at Liége; but at this latter centre the orders for iron are especially very 
active. At the recent adjudication for the State lines three lots of re-handied rails were 
obtained by MM. de Doriodot Brothers, and the Chatelineau Company. A Charleroi 
letter states that the price obtained in the contract for rails concluded on English account 
was 61. 8s. per ton, delivered at Aatwerp. The writer adds:—* This not the first affair 
which our siderurgical establishments have concluded with England; on the contrary, 
since the revival of activity several houses have already forwarded iron of various de- 
scriptions in that direction, but it is for rails that the first formal contract has been con- 
cluded on British account. The English rolling works being overdone with orders, and, 
consequently, showing themselves a little ‘difficult’ as to prices, the railway companies 
are endeavouring to satisfy their wants abroad on the best possible conditions ; this isthe 
whole secret of the orders addressed to our works, Other contracts for rails have been 
offered to our rolling establishments, especially one of 5000 tons for Spain; but it has not 
been possible to accept them, notwithstanding that good prices would have been paid, in 
consequence of the short period prescribed for theirexecution. Merchants’ irons are also 
the object of numerous transactions, and prices would rise still further if our forgemasters 
considered only the abundance of orders; but they have thus far opposed a further 
advance—and in doing so they have, probably, acted rightly —so as not to check the pro- 
gress of , the develop t of which is facilitated by moderate terms. Mer- 
chants’ irons are quoted generally at 67. 12s., 71. 4s., 71, 16s., and 8/. 8s. for Nos, 1, 2, 
3, and 4 of the first-class; 72. 16s., 87. 83., 91. 8s , and 9/7, 12s. second-class; and 9/, 12s., 
10/. 4s,, and 102, 16s. third-class. Girders, 7/. 4s., 8/. 8s., 102. 83., and 117. 12s. per ton, 
according to classes; T irons, 8/. 8s., 97. 43., 97. 12s., and 10/. 8s., according to weight 
and quality. Plates have been for some time in a little less demand ia France; but, on 
the other hand, orders have increased considerably in Holland. Plates for reservoirs, 
91. 88.; boilers, 10/, 48.; rounds and breadths, 117, per ton. Casting pig is firmly sup- 
ported at 3/7. 18s. per ton for No, 5, and there is scarcely any stock on hand, The 
Strepy-Braquegnies biast-furnaces, which makea special pig, quoted at 4/, per ton, have 
concluded a contract for 1000 tons with the Socié:é du Nord, at Maubeuge, which employs 
the pig in the casting of war projectiles. It is again proposed to re-light the Gillain and 
Dupret blast-furnace at Marcinelle; and it is urged that the establishment, one of the 
most advantageously situated in our basin, between water and railway communication, 
could not select a more favourable period for re-commencing operations. Refining pig,in 
consequence of the strong demand, always preserves a tendency to a fresh rise, but 
producers will do well to exercise prudence. One cannot too much recall the fact that 
moderation in prices has largely contributed to the revival of activity which Belgian 
metallurgy now enjoys. The example of moderation must be set by those wlio have 
raw materialsin hand. We say this with respect to pig as well as with respect to coal. 
As regards minerals, the radius of their supply for the works is now so extended, they 
come to hand from so many different Cistricts, and our forgemasters have a choice be- 
tween so many varieties, that there is no reason to fear an oppressive elevation in prices. 
Freight for coal to Paris has fallen to 7s. 6d. per ton, but even on these terms the voyages 
made are not very frequent. There is a good current of business in coa!, but too much 
was forwarded by railway in the autumn to allow of much eagerness being now mani- 
fested to engage boats.” 

The foreign copper markets appear to be generally in an extremely fa- 
vourable position. Chilian enjoys a marked degree of favour at Havre, 
and has given rise to important transactions, as well in disposable as in 
deliveries to be made at distant dates; prices have ranged from 93/. to 
971. perton ; other descriptions have been less eagerly sought after. Great animation 
bas prevailed om the Paris market, and prices have beenrising; English has made 103/.; 
Lake Superior, 116/.; rough Chilian, 972. te 98/., and Corocoro mineral, 100/. 16s, per 
ton. The copper of the Society of Commerce has found numerous purchasers at Amster- 
dam ; some transactions were first concluded at 54 fis., but on reeeipt of advices report- 
ing an augmentation of 57. per ton at London, prices were successively carried from 
54% fls. to 56 fils, At Hamburg an active demand prevails, the stocks existing first 
hand having been completely taken off, so that requirements can only be satisfied by 
holders at second-hand; an elevation in prices was considered inevitable. The Berlin 
and Cologne markets have followed the general movement, and quote the article at an 
advance. Tin has been rather neglected, and has only given rise to some rare and un- 
important operations. At Amsterdam and Rotterdam Banca is without demand, and 
is quoted nominally at 68% fis. to 69 fls. The Paris market has been quiet, and with- 
out variation, Banca making 121/.; Detroit, 1212.; and English, 113/. perton. The 
article has been neglected at Hamburg, and prices have remained nominal. Berlin and 
Cologne nave remained without much business, and prices have been feeble. Business 
in lead has been quiet in Paris, and prices have exhibited no variation; rough French 
and Spanish, 212. 4s., and rolled 24/7. to 26/. per ton. At Havre, prices bave been nomi- 
na!, and there are scarcely any transactions to report, There has been less activity on 
the Hamburg market, but Berlin has been very firm, and with a tendency to rise. At 
Cologne, the article has also been in better demand, and prices have been well sustained. 
The tone of the Paris zinc market has not changed ; the article remains quiet, and is 
maintained at the following rates: —Rough Silesian, 197. 12s. ; rolied zinc, 242, 16s. to 
261. per ton. Affairs at Bresiau present little importance, and at Hamburg there has 
also been no material change in prices. 

The French metallurgical market does not exhibit any improvement. 
The production appears to be in excess of the demand, which is reduced 
to strictly consumptive wants—at any rate, so far as the St. Dizier district 
is concerned—and prices are heavy, and without firmness. This is a sin- 
gular situation of affairs, when compared with the state of business prevailing in other 
countries. Thusin Belgium and England, anc especially in the latter country, the only 
feature in the iron trade is an almost continuous rise in prices. Second fusion Scotch pig 
has attained the high rates of 1857 ; Cleveland pig, for refining, isat aquotation which 
has prevented its importation into France for the past three months: and irons have risen 
nearly 2/. per ton, while the rise has not yet stopped, prices having recently resumed 
an ascending course. In Staffordshire, for example, it has been proposed tocarry iron to 
102. per ton, which would bea rise of 44 per cent. in four months. Notwithstanding 
this, orders are abundant, and even the dearness of money has not checked the stride 
which has been made, showing that the market must be in asolidstate. In Belgium 
the trade has not been in so animated a state as in England; nevertheless, producers 
responded to the first rise established in England, and wil! probably follow in due time 
—although they show a prudent reserve, and an absence of anything like precipitation 
—the advance which is now taking place. An adjudication for rails on account of the 
State railway lines shows an advance of more than 3s. per ton on the prices of the pre- 
ceding adjudication. Yet, even at the advanced rates indicated in this transaction, as 
well as in other matters, orders are still flowinginto Belgium. In presence of this con- 
stant amelioration abroad, French quotations have scarcely been maintained, and now 
that a tendency to a stronger rise is being manifested in England, the French market 
remains in a state of complete impassibility. At St. Dizier affairs remain very quiet. 
Pig continues at the nominal quotation of 4/7, 18s. to 5/. per ton. Irons are also without 
change; first class merchants’ rol.ed irons remain at 9/. 4s. per ton in warehouse, at the 
works, or 9/. 12s. per ton free at Paris, with a scale of 4s. to 8s. per class. Hammered 
irons, 10]. 8s. to 107. 12s. per ton, and axles, 11/. 4s, to 117. 8s. perton. Many orders 
have been received for machine iron, but only little business has been done; these 
orders, however, seem to indicate a more important movement very shortly. Wire 
continues in favour. On the Paris market, coke-made irons obtain 8/. 16s, per ton in 
the warehouses, Scarcely anything has been done in iron from coke-made pig; these 
last, which are still worth 9/7.12s per ton in warehouse at Paris, present in their prices 
too large a difference as compared with coke-made irons. It appears certain that the 
Herserange furnace will shortly be re-lighted, and the house of Salomon is mentioned 
as having made arrangements ensuring work for six years. The Vezin-Aulnoye Com- 
pany proposes to construct rolling-works and two blast-furnaces at Nancy. Thecom- 
pany possesses now four blast-furnaces, of which threeare lighted— viz.,twoat Aulnoye 
and one at Noveant. The company has found a means of turning to account the dross 
of blast-furnaces, hitherto merely an embarrassing material for works. It has disco- 
vered a process of solidifying, purifying, and regulating this dross, and it thus obtains a 
kind of stone, which is broken up for paving purposes. The process is likely to become 
general shortly, as it affords metallurgical works a means of drawing a profit from a 
matter which has hitherto remained valueless. 

Several ‘‘ payments” of interest and dividend are either being made or 
will shortly be made. Thus the Thy-le-Chateau Blast-furnaces and Forges 
Company will pay 5 per cent. ‘interest ” on its shares, January 2, in re- 
spect to the exercise of 1863, prior to the declaration of a dividend also. 
The Sars-Longchamps and Bouvy Collieries Company commenced the pay ment, on Thurs- 
day, of a dividend of 2/. per share. The Levant du Fiénu Collieries Company will pay 
“interest” on its shares, January 2, in respect to the exercise of 1863. The Vieiile- 
Montagne Company is paying an interest of 103s. per obligation on its obligation debt. 
The Epinac Colliery and Railway Company has been paying, during the past month, a 
dividend of 27, per share in respect to the exercise of 1862-3. The Commentry Collieries 
and Fourchambault Forges Company announce the payment, January 15, of the interest 
which has accrued on its obligation capital. The Phenix Mines and Ironworks Company 
announces a dividend, payable January 2, of 7% per cent. on its A and 44% per cent. on 
its B shares. An Imperial decree just issued approves the statutes of a French joint- 
stock undertaking just organised, under the title of the Compagnie des Chantiers et Ate- 
liers de I’ Qcean. This enterprise is a fusion of the two great maritime works of MM. 
Mazeline, of Havre, and Arman, of Bordeaux i it also a construction establish- 

ment at Ajaccio. The company has for its 6ject the equipment, repair, and mainte- 
nance of ships and boats of all kinds, and the construction of engines, &c., while it is 
authorised, accessorily, to create navigation services, cr to take part in them. The 
capital is divided into 24,000 shares of 207. each; in consideration of their support, 
8000 shares are attributed to MM. Mazeline, and 5000 to M. Arman; upon the remain- 
ing 11,000 shares 52. has been already paid, and the residue will be called up in six 
months. The Quirus Colliery Company (Spanish Asturias) has just been converted 
into a French company, with limited liability. The capital proposed is 40,0007., repre- 
sented by 2000 shares of 207, each. The company will be managed by @ council of 
nine members, taken from among the shareholders, and who must be proprietors of one- 
twentieth of the share capital, Of thenett profits,5 per cent. is to be devoted annually 
to the formation of a reserve fund, then of the remaining divisible balance 5 per cent, 
Wli be distributed among the , then of the excess still remaining 20 per 





cent. is to be paid to the directors, then 3 per cent. to subordinate officials, and the re- 
maining 77 per cent. is to find its way into the pockets of the shareholders. How oddly 


| they manage some of these matters in France! Profits are minutely allocated by anti- 


clpation, but one can but remember that they must be earned before they can be divided. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Dec. 31.—The Coal, Coke, and Iron Trades are, on the whole, very 
good at the close of the year—the Iron Trade especially continues brisk, 
and prices are not only maintained, but advancing. As matters are in 
this position, extensions of old works and erections of new ones can excite 
no surprise, and these are generally talked of. The already large works 
of Hawkes and Co., at Gateshead, are to be considerably extended, ground 
having been secured to the extent of eight acres for that purpose, adjoining 
the present works, The ironworks of Sir William Armstrong, at Elswick, 
are also in progess; and those of Messrs. Frazer, at Felling, are nearly 
completed. Extensive alterations and improvements are also contemplated 
at the extensive ironworks at Jarrow. At Birtley, near Gateshead, the 
ironworks, consisting of blast-furnaces, rolling-mills, &c., are in a very ac- 
tive state, the demand for the various articles produced being much in ex- 
cess of the make, and in consequence extensive additions in all the various 
branches of manufactures are shortly to be made. The demand for coal 
and coke generally is also good, and prices have considerably improved in 
consequence, so that the year ends with greatly improved prospects, as to 
the demand for all the staple products and mannfactures of the district, as 
compared with the last two years, The chemical works on the Tyne are 
at present doing an excellent business, and the prices are tolerably good. 

Application is to be made to Parliament in the ensuing. session for 
several branch lines of railway, for the better accommodation of the coal 
and other traffic of the district; one of the most important is the branch 
line contemplated between Gateshead and Jarrow. This line is much wanted, both for 

he Jation of p gers und the extensive traffic on the banks of the Tyne, 
This is now mainly carried on by means of river steamers, the present railways being 
at too great distances from the river to be of much service ; a direct line, therefore, be- 
tween Gateshead and the rapidiy-rising town of Jarrow wi'l be of immense advantage, 
as it will be capable of ication with all the principal works and manufactories 
on the river, and it will also communicate with the North-Eastern Railway at Pelaw, 
and with the South Shields branch of the same system, south-east of the Tyne Docks, 
There is only one opinion respecting the value of this project ; it appears to be received 
with favour by all parties, and it will, no doubt, receive the sanction of Parliament, and 
be completed at no distant date. The Team Valley line is also expected to be con- 
structed shortly, as also the Derwent Valley line. Both these are in the hands of the 
great North-Eastern Company, who have, it is generally considered, been very apathetic 
respecting the construction of these important and much-wanted lines. It is, however, 
expected that they will shortly be commenced, and as the length of the lines is not 
great, not much time will be occupied in their construction, 

The state of affairs at Willington, where the miners have now been on 
strike some weeks, has not improved lately; there is no appearance what- 
ever of the termination of the dispute, so far as the proprietor of those col- 
lieries and the Union men are concerned. The owners, indeed, appear 
to be determined that in fature Union men shall not be employed, and all the men at 
present there are non-unionists. Lately a number of men and boys have been brought 
from Scotiand for the purpose of working in the mines, but they have been prevented 
from working, and have been sent back to their native places, the expense being paid 
by the Union. The unemployed men have been receiving from the funds of the Union 
from 63, to 83. per week, but this small pittance does not satisfy them, and much un- 
easiness has been felt of late, as the men have exhibited certain signs of being ripe for 
riotous and disorderly proceedings: as yet nothing very serious has occurred, but how 
long they may keep within the pale of the law appears to be very uncertain. Every- 
where great exertions are being made by the Union men to include the whole of the 
collieries in the two counties as their members; of course, their aim is to get all the 
men into the organisation. But this we think can never be fully effected; if it were 
possible, it would certainly ultimately tend to their injury. But the effect of the intro- 
duction of the Union must be to form three distinct classes; or, perhaps, there would be 
two classes, and one of these classes in two divisions would be nearer the truth. For 
the ranks of the officers and agents of coal mines are constantly recruited from the main 
rank of coal hewers,and the officers and other hands can never be attached toany Union. 
There can certainly be no objection to miners, or any other class of men, meeting and 
discussing their affairs, but, unfortunately, the experience of the past shows that the 
miners when they have established a Union generally become most tyrannical and arbi- 
trary in their proceedings. There can be no doubt that numbers of men are joining the 
Union much against their inclinations, being more or leas coerced by the fierce Unionists. 
Whatever effect the progress of the Union may have on the general prosperity which 
is commencing in the district, after a long period of depression, remains to be seen; but 
we have still hope that the coa! miners, as a body, will not be influenced to any great 
extent by its mandates, but will, at each colliery, continue to act for themselves, and 
cultivate that good feeling with their employers which must tend to the interest and 
welfare of both parties. 

Mr. Doubleday, the secretary of the Coal Trade of Northumberland and 
Durham, has written another letter on the old question, ‘* Welsh Steam 
Ceal v. Hartley Steam Coal.” He states the results of the late trials of 
coals to be as follows, that is as shown by the experiments lately carried out at Keyham :

Mr. Doubleday remarks upon this, that “after this plain statement of facts, I think 
the public will be enabied easily to appreciate Welsh coal at its true value.” Itappears 
to be odd that the report from which this account has been quoted has not, ere this, been 
published in extenso, so that all parties might bave been satisfied. Is this owing to 
the quantity of red tape that will be required to roll it In, like the old exploded system 
Of rolling babies in swaddling clothes. It appears to require a most inconceivable long 
time to get a small Government report before the public. We may, in conclusion, re- 
mark that the Hartley coal will most certainly make its way, the only point to fear,in 
fact, being the difference in freight from the Welsh ports, and from the Tyne and Wear 
to foreign ports. But as large vessels will visit the Tynein greater numbers, as greater 
depth of water is provided, the trade will, no doubt, gradually improve in consequence, 

The proposed Low Light Dock has, practically, fallen through, the steam 
coal owners having unanimously refused to guarantee the shipment of a 
single ton in it, and the River Tyne Commissioners have not the power to 
construct it out of the river funds. It has excited some surprise that 
Messrs. J. Laycock, J. Strakes, and Ilugh Taylor, who have been strong advocates of 
the undertaking in public, were the greatest opponents of giving a guarantee when as- 
sembled in private as members of the Coal Trade Association. Now, all that the Com- 
missioners asked was, in the event of the coal being raised, a given quantity should be 
shipped at the new dock, so that the coalowners were to incur no responsibility beyond 
undertaking to give the dock a certain preference in respect of shipments. The expla- 
nation of the whole matter is very simple—the dock is not required, The northern 
steam coal trade is not so good, and the prospects are less encouraging than they were 
a few years since; the steam coal of South Wales is beyond doubt superior, and the ef- 
forts of the North Country owners to produce an opposite opinion amongst purchasers 
appear to have the effect of making the inferiority of North Country steam coa! more 
patent. In a short time the Tyne itself will have all the advantages of a vast dock, and 
shipments can be made without the expense and inconvenience of dock accommodation. 
The Tyne and Northumberiand Dock have accommodation for the shipment of nearly 
6,000,000 tons of coal per annum, whilst the actual shipments have been considerably 
under 3,000,000 tons, and there is no prospect whatever of an increase. It is generally 
believed here that the projected Blyth Dock is not intended ever to be carried out, and 
that the sole object of its promotion is to induce the Duke of Northumberlaad to reduce 
his way-leave rents. 

















REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 

Dec. 31.—The Preliminary Meeting of the Ironmasters’ Association of 
South Staffordshire has been held to-day at Wolverhampton. As a good 
deal of uncertainty had been felt respecting the result, there was a large 
attendance. Mr, Philip Williams, the Chairman of the Association, pre- 
sided, and it was resolved, without opposition, that the price of finished 
iron be raised 12, per ton. It was also resolved that the wages of puddlers 
be raised 1s. per ton, and of mill-men at the rate of 10 per cent. Ata 
subsequent meeting of coalmasters of the Wolverhampton Thin Coal Dis- 
trict, it was determined that the wages of thin coal colliers should be raised 
3d. per day—that, as well as the other advance, to commence from Satur- 
day, January 16, The aivance thus declared makes bars 9/. 10s. per ton, 
or an advance of 22. 10s. since August last. This advance has practically 
existed for some weeks, as almost everyone had orders for some time to 
come, and declined taking any fresh ones at less than the prices now fixed, 
some even obtaining higher prices. Still it is felt that it is undesirable in 
any way to push the present recovery of the trade at all beyond the bounds 
to which the demand impels it; and if it should be checked at the present 
point, it would be far more likely to be permanent. ‘This is, however, a 
case in which makers do not rule prices, and if orders should continue to 
be pressed as they have been, a turther advance is inevitable. With re- 
gard to wages, it may be observed that puddlers are now receiving Is. per 
ton above the rate to which they are entitled by the proportion between 
the price of bars and their pay, which for many years regulated their 
wages; and it is said that they have never been paid at so high a rate as 
they will be now. Their wages have been advanced since August from 
7s. 6d. to 10s. 6d. per ton, and in other branches of the iron trade wages 
have gone up 30 per cent. in less than three months, The result is that 
many of the men, especially the colliers, work less and drink more—a very 
sad thing. If they would take advantage of the good times, and get as 
much as they reasonably can, saving the extra wages, they would not only 
acquire means to meet future contingencies, but would also prevent such a 
great rush of new men into the trade as is likely to take place with the 
attraction of very high wages. The North Staffordshire Ironmasters will, 
no doubt, adopt a similar policy to that taken in the south of the county.

An explosion occurred on Nov. 14, at the Swingle Hill Pit, near Heath- 
cote-road, Longton, belonging to Messrs. Sparrow, by which seven men 

were injured, two of whom subsequently died. ‘The inquest was resumed 

on Monday last, when some rather surprising evidence was given. Walter Sneyd, the 
doggy, or chartermaster’s fore nan, said that prior tothe accident he had many times ob- 
served gas in the workings,and on the morning in question he noticed some where the 
accident occurred. He discovered some within 2 feet of the level of the roofcoal, He 
told all the workmen, including Orpe, one of the butties, there was gas, and that they 
must keep their candies on the topmost side. There were only two lamps for 20 men, 
and naked candles were used when the explosive gas was known to be hanging over 
the miners’ heads; and svon after the explosion occurred, probably, as Mr. Wynne, the 
Government Inspector, suggested, from some one raising his candle whilst the skip was 
passing, or from the skip being driven quickly, which would have caused the gas to be 
scattered. In answer to Mr. Wynne, the doggy sald he knew that one of the rules sald 
that all places even suspected of containing gas must be fenced off to prevent access 
thereto. He also knew the special ruje, which directed that all men should be with- 
drawn from places where there was gas, and the workings stopped. He did not stop the 
workings when he found the gas.—The Coroner tuld the witness that he was account- 
able for anything taking place after his examination of the mine, and it might be in- 
ferred that if he bad strictly done his duty the accident would not have occurred. —The 
witness said if he thought there had been any danger he should not have gone there to 
work,—Mr, Wynne said it was preposterous to say so, when the witness had told the 
men they must keep their candies down, because there was gas. 

Another witness said a new road in the pit wascut the Thursday before the accident, 
and it was used on the Friday, They generally built up old roads as quickly as they 
could, They did nothing towards bailding up the old road on the Friday.—Mr. Wynne 
read over the 17th rule, according to which “ Every charter-master, under-looker, or 
fireman, shall, in all parts of the mines under his charge, which may be near old faults 
or old workings, producing, or likely to produce and retain, fire-damp, order all work- 
men to be provided with safety-lamps; and shail prohibit them from taking into the 
workings any lights other than such lamps, after they have been examined by the per- 
son appointed for that purpose.” He asked the witness why he did not, as a collier, ask 
for a lamp, in accordance with that rule ?— Witness, who had given his previous an- 
swers very cautiousiy, did not answer this question. In reply to the Coroner, he sald, 
supposing he had wanted a lamp, he should not have known where to go for one.—Mr, 
Wynne said it was most negligent on the part of somebody to allow the men, under such 
circumstances, to work without lamps.—The Coroner summed up, and told the jury that 
as there had clearly been considerable neglect on the part of somebody, it was for them 
to consider whether it amounted to criminal negligence. The jury returned a verdict 
of “ Accidental Death,” but attributed the accident to the bad management of the pit.— 
This case (s one of many which shows the importance of some one being always respon- 
sible for the conduct of mining operations. At the commencement of the enquiry the 
Coroner strongly i the duct of Mr. John Farral!, “* miners’ agent,” Hanley, 
who had sent a letter to a local newspaper, which was published on the 28th of Novem- 
ber, reflecting unjustly on Mr, Wynne, with reference to the unfortunate occurrence.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, ano LANCASHIRE, 

Dec. 31.—There is no indication of any abatement in the demand for 
Coal and Iron, and the new year opens with a commercial prospect brighter 
than has been known for years past. It is known that stocks are ex- 
ceedingly low, so that any improvement in the demand is soon felt. 
Railway and bar iron is in good request, and the rates are exceedingly 
firm. There is a fair amount of speculation, and all descriptions of 
manufactured iron continue to be actively enquired for. Should a portion of the works 
which are being projected be carried out in the new year, there will be long and con- 
tinued prosperity for the trade. The steel and cutlery trades are also much improved, 
and both at Shefleld and Birmingham buyers find it dificult to get their orders exe- 
cuted within a reasonable time. The pig-iron masters are reluctant to take orders at 
the present quotations, After the very lengthened period of dulness which has been 
experienced in the coal trade, it is satisfactory to report what may be considered a per- 
manent improvement. The cvalmasters in Lancashtre have given an advance, in pro- 
portion to what has been done in other counties, the advance being in some instances 
ls. perton. The reduction in the bank minimum to 7 per cent. has produced a favour- 
able impression in the trade. We have previously alluded to the want of liberality on 
the part of railway companies in the transit of coal,and more particularly tothe system 
of debiting coalowners with the carriage of the mineral to theircustomers. The subject 
has been freely discussed during the past week, and it is intended to memorialise the 
railway companies with a view to a considerable modification of the system, which 
presses very hardly against the trade. Every effort is being made to push forward evi- 
dence in favour of additional railway accommodation for Derbyshire, which is intended 
to facilitate the development of the mineral interests, and on the faith of which several 
new works are being established The new year bids fair to be a remarkable one, so 
far as regards the Derbyshire mineral trade. The Clay Cross coilieries, which now turn 
out about 200,000 tons of coal annually, are about to be extended by the opening out of 
a new field of minerals at Pilsiey, where shafis are being sunk. The mineral fleld is 
exceedingly large, and there is no doupt but that as the works are developed employ- 
ment will be afforded fora large number of hands. Buliding operations have already 
been commenced, and it is pretty certain that during the year a new town will spring 
up. There are plenty of private capitalists ready to embark in building speculations, 
which no doubt would be very successful. The public look with interest to the pro- 
spects of a large addition to the already extensive works at Staveley. The introduction 
of unlimited capital and practical business men to relieve Mr. Barrow from the great 
labour and responsibility of such a concern will be productive of great good, in a com- 
mercial sense. The erection of milis and forges, which the pany template, will 
be a practical evidence of their intention to enlarge the productiveness of these works. 
Considering that there is so large a fleid of minerals ia Derbyshire, and that every 
facility exists for the successful working of forges, it is surprising that more do not 
exist. The company have laid out their picns for the new year so far as they cculd, 
and they embrace many alterations and improvements, all tending to promote the 
welfare of the concern. 2 : 

A large meeting of miners was held in the Leeds Town Hall, to discuss 
the question of supporting the Operative Miners’ National Association. 
The Chairman of the meeting, Mr. Thos. Stephenson, of Rothwell, stated 
that what was pow required by the mining community was a class of In- 
spectors who would be really of benefit to the workmen. It was now proposed to go to 
Parii for 60 sub-insp , but he believed that the class of sub-inspectors pro- 
posed would never be productive of one iota of good to the hard-handed labourers inthe 
mines, If good inspection were reaily desired, the men should have a class of sub- 
inspectors of their own, and from the intelligent men of their own class. He would 
appoint four sub-inspectors to every present Inspector, and these four should be selected 
from the more respectable class of working miners. These would accomplish treble the 
work at present performed, and at a quarter the cost. Mr. Andrew Halliday proposed, 
and it was resolved —“ That this meeting, preceiving the present condition of the miners 
cf the United Kingdom, thinks that a general amalgamation is necessary ; and it pledges 
itself to use its best endeavours to bring about a general amalgamation of the various 
coal districts of the kingdom.” He said at the first meeting, after his own neighbour- 
hood had been formed intoa district union, the .dvantages of the principle were strikingly 
demonstrated, for 597. was subscribed during the first fortnight, and 139/. during the 
next fortnight, and the Union now numbered over 3000 members. What they now 
principally required was the system of having their coals weighed by their own weighers, 
a restriction of lavour to eight hours per day, and a better system of Inspection. Mr, 
John Holmes recommended every collier to enter himseif upon the accident fundin con- 
nection with his mine, and to support the Union ly and conti ly, and he 
advised the men to co-operate, so as to endeavour tu obtain collieries of their own, 

A very hand jal, value 1000 guineas, has been presented to Mr. Roas, 
the y of the M , Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Raliway, by Mr. Chapman, 
the Chairman, on his retirement from the board. Such a presentation by one indivi- 
dual to another, both having worked ip a public capacity, is almost unprecedented, 

The puddiers have held a conference at Newcastie-on- Tyne this week, which has been 
largely attended by delegates from all parts of the country. No body of workmen have 
been more united than have the paddlers, and as their week!y contributions are large a 
very;hbandsome sum has been subscribed. The Association of Miners is also rapidiy gain- 
ing strength, but since the late advance has been conceded, by most masters voluntarily, 
much that would have been otherwise unpleasant has been avoided. 

The year 1863, so far as Derbyshire lead mining is concerned, will be remarkable for 
the break down of one of the largest companies. We refer to the North Derbyshire 
Company, the failure of which has cast a gloom over lead mining, and materiatly checced 
speculation in other adventures. The Mill Town Mine, at Ashover, has not yet yielded 
any retarns to the new shareholders; but as everything is being fairly and legitimately 
tested, good or bad results will soon be shown. The Mill Dam and Eyam Mines are 
slow of progress, but in both mach dead work has had to be done. 

There is a sort of constitutional dulness about our local stock and share markets. 
There bas been nothing done during the week, except in afew local stocks of gas and 
water, and Bank stock.

‘The orders that were accepted in this dis- 
trict at from 62. to 6/. 15s. per ton, f.0.b., have been pretty nearly com- 
pleted, and the iron that is now and will be turned out for the fature will 
return a handsome profit to the makers. The activity which has charac- 
terised the Steam Coal Trade for a long time past continues, and the col- 
lieries, more especially in the Rhondda and Aberdare valleys, are unable 
to produce sufficient coal. The house coal proprietors are moderately well 
off for orders,

A narrow-gauge, rail on, the South Wales Railway is a matter which 
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receives considerable attention at the present time, and there is a hope 
that the Great Western directors are about to take this important subject 
in hand, and carry it out. I referred in last week's report ro Mr. Thomas Brown's (one 
of the Great Western directors) remarks on the desirability of having a narrow-gauge 
west of Gloucester, and I may venture to state that every iron end coalmaster and 
freighter in South Wales will endorse Mr. Brown's opinion. The Great Western Com- 
pany will never beable to properly develope the South Wales section without a narrow- 
rail, and the sooner this is lald the better, not only for the freighters, but also 
the Great Western shareholders. On Monday morning last an engine passed over 
the narrow-gauge railon the Vale of Neath for the first time. In a@ short time the nar- 
Tow -gauge rail from Aberdare to Swansea will be ready for traffic, and once the Aber- 
dare branch of the West Midiand is completed, there is no doubt that a large through 
traMic will be the result. . as 

Mr. Rhodes, the proprietor of the Risca Collieries, has been fortunate 
enough to receive the Royal Mail contract for 1864. ‘The Aberdare Val- 
ley Colliery proprietors had the contract for 1863, and great disappoint- 
ment was in consequence felt at the port of Newport, where the coal had 
been shipped for years previously. This year (1864) the coal will be again shipped at 
Newport, and the circumstance cannot fall to impart a large amount of activity to the 
trade of the port. 

The plans of the proposed new docks at Cardiff have been circulated, and a special 
supplement of the Cardiff Times was issued last week, giving full particulars of the pro- 
ject. A mililon of money was originally put down as the outlay to be incurred, but if 
the plans proposed be carried out in their integrity, the cost will not be far from two 
millions, This augurs a future for Cardiff second to no other port in the kingdom.

TEEN Lives Lost.—On Saturday morning last another of those fearful 
explosions which we have so frequently to record as having taken place in 
South Wales, occurred at the Gin Pit, Maesteg, the property of the Llynvi 
Vale Iron Company: 14 lives were lost, and one has since died from the injuries received, 
making a total of 15 lives. The cause of the explosion, as usual, remains a mystery, and 
is likely to remain so, unless the jary empannelied will be more searching in their in- 
vestigation than is the case with ’ juries g lly. Mr. Thomas Evans, the 
Government Inspector of Mines for the district, visited the scene of the accident on Sun- 
day, and on Monday the inquest was opened before Mr. Cuthbertson, coroner, at Maesteg, 
when the following evidence was given: —David Gray said he was a mineral agent, in 
the empioy of the Liynvi Vale Iron Company, for the last 10 years,and he managed the 
Gin Pit. His duty was the general supervision of the coal and iron mines, and to see 
that the rules were properly observed. The rules were printed in English and Welsh, 
and it was the overman and clerk's duty to distribute them amongst the men, Ejinon 
Jones was the overman, and there were three deputy-overmen or firemen. The colliery 
was worked by Davy lamps, small lamps, and naked lights. He produced a plan of the 
workings, &c. The Davy lamps are not used in the coal workings on the incline top. 
He believed that rule 11, as to the colliery being examined by the overman or his depu- 
ties, before the men went in, was strictly complied with. The colliery, in his opinion, 
was not a fiery one. He saw Einon Jones every day last week, and received reports 
from him as to the state of the works. On Wednesday evening he told witness that he 
had not found a hatfal of gas in the whole colliery that day; that meant no gas at all. 
He made no report of gas being in the pit, either on Thursday or Friday. Witness 
was in the colliery himself on Thursday from 9 a.m. to 12 a.m., and he found no gas In 
the district he went through. He bad visited the colllery since the explosion, and be- 
Meved the gas fired in Tom John’s staf?, on the incline top range. He based his opinion on 
the range of the fire along the timber, and other circumstances connected with the ex- 
plosion, Several men were killed on the incline top range. He was at the colliery at 
a quarter to seven on the morning of the explosion; the overman had not arrived then. 
The pit was not working the day before (Christmas day). The deputy-overmen were 
there on Saturday morning. ‘They were quite competent to act in Einon Jones's ab- 
sence, There was an inspector of lamps appointed, whose duty it was to examine and 
light the lamps. It was the duty of the overman to be at the bottom of the horse-road 
every morning, in order to receive the report of the deputies before the men were allowed 
to goin. The ventilation -vas by means of a furnace, and he tried the air on Oct. 21, 
when 46,000 cubic feet per minute passed through the whole colliery. The number of 
men and boys employed was 163, and there were eighteen horses at work In the pit. 
—Elnon Jones said he had been overman at the Gin Pit for about four months, It was 
his duty every morning to meet the fireman and superintendent at the bottom of the 
horse-road, in order to receive their reports as to the state of the colliery. On Saturday 
morning he was unwell, and he told his son to tell William Howell to act for him. He 
bad since heard that his son never conveyed the message to Howell. He had been an 
overman for seven years, and a fireman for eighteen years.— Wm, Thomas said he was 
acollier, and worked in the pit on Thursday night. He worked in the far(hermost 
stal!, on the incline top range. He used a naked light, and saw no gas. The air was 
strong that night.—George Birbeck said he was mineral agent to Mesars. Brogden and 
Sons, and was down the Gin Pit on Saturday after the explosion, From the traces of 
fire left he was of opinion that the explosion took place in one of the Incline top stalls. 
He measured the air at several points, and found in the main return 54,000 cubic feet 
per minute passing. He considered this quantity of air ample for the ventilation of the 
colliery. He thought it would be wise to work with safety-lamps.—The inquest was 
then adjourned, in order to give the Government Inspector time to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the workings.

THALLIUM KNOWN TO THE Ancient Mexicans.—lIt is reported, upon 
good authority, that a distinguished German chemist has just made an im- 
portant discovery in connection with the alloy now generally designated 
thallium. It appears that amongst the most ancient records of the ancient 
Mexicana an account is given of the mode of preparing the alloy used for 

roducing the brilliant green fire which was freely burnt during the sacri- 
Ficial ceremonies in honour of Vitzliputzli, one of their principal deities, 
and that in the attempt to prepare a similar alloy, from the details given, 
a discovery opening up an entirely new field of chemical science has been 
made. By the uliar treatment of certain proportions of silver, lead, 
and selenium, a black powder was produced, so much resembling that de- 
signated thallium by Mr. Crookes, that the experimenter was induced to 
test it. The weight of alloy was precisely equal to that of the metals used 
yet the whole of the reactions of thalliam were obtained, and salts, bases, 
and acids of the alloy were produced, precisely as if the alloy had been a 
perfect metal. Even in the spectroscope the well-known green line was 
produced. The fact of selenium entering so largely into the alloy is con- 
sidered to account for Mr. Crookes supposing the so-called thallium to be- 
long to the sulphur group, until Mr. Lamy showed him the alloy in its 
metallic state, and proved it to be nearer tosilver and lead. Whether the 
whole of the powders hitherto considered to be pure metals in the pul- 
verulent state are simply alloys has yet to be ascertained. It will be an 
interesting subject fur research, whether chemistry or electricity give an 
alloy these peculiar qualities. It is anticipated that some tons of thallium 
will be ready for sale in England at less than the price of silver in the course 
of a few weeks. 





New Merroroutan Rattway Progecrs.—Considering that no less 
than 53 bills for additional railway accommodation within the metropolitan 
district have been presented to Parliament for approval during the ensuing 
session, a cheap map, showing the changes proposed to be effected, will no doubt be very 
generally required. Such a map has just been issued by Mr. James Wyld, the geogra- 
pher,jof Charing Cross; and as the railways in operation and in construction, as well as 
those above and underground, which have yet to be sanctioned, are clearly shown, the 
map appears to be ali that need be desired. 

Tue Enorneers’, Arcuirects’, AND Contractors’ Pocket-Boox.— 
The well-known calender bearing this title, so long issued by the late Mr. 
Weale, has been published for the ensuing year by Messrs. Lockwood 
and Co., of Stationers’ Hall-court. The character of the book is so familiar 
to most of the members of the class by whom it is used that it will be unnecessary to 
say more than that the corrections have been brought down toa late date. A useful 
article on Turbines appears in the present edition, and now that thers is a good prospect 
of the decimal system of weights and being introduced into this country the 
comparative tables of English and French measures will be found valuable. The table 
of the comparative economic values of the different steam coals is likewise useful, as it 
shows not only the evaporative power of the coal, but the weight of a cubic foot, so that 
the desirability of employing any particular description may be readily ascertained. 


Great Nortuern Coat Frecp.—The resources of this district (ob- 
serves the Quarterly Journal of Science) have been more fully {llustrated than those of 
any other coal field in England. No less than six distinct estimates having been made, 
and they all come to very nearly the same conclusion regarding the iL quantity 
of coal at the time specified by each. The coal field extends from the mouth of the Co- 
quet on the north to that of the Tyne on the south, a distance of 50 miles. The strata

TRUTH’S ECHOES, OR SAYINGS AND DOINGS IN MINING, 


Although the Mining Share Market generally continues dull, still there has been a 
littie more activity this week, in consequence of the fortnightly account, which took 
place on Wednesday last. The settlement showed a marked deficiency of East Lovell 
shares ; and although 300 shares were positively borrowed to make up the absolute re- 
quirements of probably one individual “ bear,” whatever others may be similarly asso- 
ciated, still it was insufficient to supply the requirements of the day, and particularly 
so the following (Thursday), when a namber of tranfers were returned dishonoured from 
the same party.

From Mr. James Crorrs:—Every authentic item of news about the 
late wheat harvest being interesting, the following, from a local newspaper, after dis- 
cussing the question of the amounts required to pay for cotton importations, says :— 
“In addition to this, we must take into account the great decrease in our importation 
of foreign corn for the present winter, Our total average consumption of wheat is twenty 
millions of quarters yearly "—(about three-fourths of a quarter for each individual per 
annum)—“ our average production being twelve millions. This year, however, we have 
produced seventeen and a-half millions, being an increase of five anda-half millions over 
our own usual produce, So that, instead ef importing eight millions in the course of the 
year, we shall only import two and a-half, and the value of the five aud a-half mlilions 
of quarters will be placed at our own disposal for our purchases of cotton.” Thé" five 
and a-haif millions saved this year in our wants for wheat represents, at an average of 
60s. per quarter, 16,500,000/, sterling, whilst the imports of cotton, it is said, will amount 
during all the year 1863 to 40,000,000/. sterling, from which, to bring it to a practical 
bearing on finance and all monetary affairs, must be deducted the deficiency in the 
amount of exports we make to the cotton-growing countries, and the having to pay the 
balance in gold, and on this point the authority quoted remarks: —“ The increase of our 
exports is relied upon, moreover, to balance the necessary outlay in the purchase of 
cotton, the t of this i being estimated at sums varying from 10,000,0007, 
to 25,000,0007, for the coming year.” Thus, assuming the figures in these statistics to 
be approximately correct, what has the late rise in the value of money (now rapidly 
subsiding) to do with the paying of gold for cotton, as has been so strenuously insisted 
upon by the majority of the public writers ? 

For a commentator upon British mining affairs, the above must be regarded as ex- 
ceptional writing; but, inasmuch as monetary derangements affect, more or less, all 
speculative operations, and mining being one of them, it is well to attribute such de- 
rangements to correct, and not to erroneous, sources. 

In the last letter of the writer to the Journal a question was started relative to the 
present low price of copper ores, in opposition to the cost per ton of raising and preparing 
them for market, and a suggestion was made that the matter appeared highly deserving 
attention from, and further elucidation by, some party qualified to give it, by being 
better versed in mining statistics than the writer. For the benefit of copper mining, 
not only in Cornwall, but in Great Britain, such “a spirit has been called from the 
vasty deep” that a most important view of the question has been elicited by a writer, 
signing “ A Shareholder in Mines,” the inferences from which, in brief, are that the 
present state of copper mining, both here and abroad, is favourable to an advance sooner 
or later, instead of the contrary, in the price of copper. The following is the letter in 
extenso, and, in giving it to the public, it is hoped a real service has been rendered to 
them on a vital matter as regards copper mine shares, whilst the part the “ smelters ” 
have enacted in bringing about the present results must be left to fight its way as acol- 
lateral question, but as it would appear, a highly important one to their future interests :— 

“ Plymouth, Dec. 30.—I observe a remark of yours in the Mining Journal of Saturday 
last respecting the low price of Devon and Cornish ores of late. The fact is, that nearly 
all the very rich mines in both counties are worn out for copper; some dozen of them 
at great depths have ceased to becomecopper mines, and now almost tin mines entirely ; 
and the rainous price given for copper ores during the last three years has caused a 
great many old mines to be wound-up, and several new ones also abandoned. Two of 
the greatest mines in Cuba and Chili are said to be just exhausted, or ceased to be of 
any commercial value, In fact, so few of the foreign mines really pay, that very little 
copper can be calculated upon for many years to come from abroad. Wales is also ex- 
hausted for copper; no second Parys or Mona Mines can be found in that country, not- 
withstanding large sums have been expended in various trials, but with bad results. 
So that a better price must be given for Cornish and Devon ores, which may lead to 
fresh discoveries in these countries. Thesmelters may thank themselves for the present 
state of things in a great measure,” 

The Mining Market this week, there having been a settlement-day,in addition to the 
usual dulness at the close of a year, is so altogether out of joint that it would be a bold 
step to attempt an analysis of its transactions, or to estimate correctly the market value 
of the leading shares, which alone have been dealt in, and all others (some of them de- 
servedly so) totally neglected. Of the speedy resumption of activity, however, the writer 
has no doubt; but the buying public will, probably, wait for the reaction, instead of an- 
ticipating it. 


From Mr. Georce Batrers:—The market for mining shares closes 
with a firm appearance, and the prospects for the new year are of a favourable character.

Tin Mives, anp Tin SmMELTERS.—It was with some satisfaction I ob- 
served the remarks of “ One Largely Interested” with respect to the late serious depre- 
ciation in the price of tin of about 61. te 82. per ton, and very properly suggesting that 
the managers of the mines he mentions should be at once instructed not to sell any more 
tin ore unless at an advance. That there is no reason for this fall in price it is quite evi- 
dent, for during the past week the Board of Trade returns show the extraordinary in- 
crease of exports of tin and tin plates to be 40,0007. for the month of November, 1863, as 
compared with November month, 1862, which is an equivalent to about 600 tons of black 
tin (tin ore).
